A CUSTOMS MOVE 


If the reports of the establishment 
of special inspectorates of customs 
lunder the control of the  Hopel- 
Charhar Council are found to be 
correct, the Chinese Government will 
be confronted by a serious situation 
which may imply the complete 
severance of the Northern Customs ad- 
ministration from the Maritime Cus- 
toms under the Central Government. 
‘Moreover the Customs authorities 
operating against smuggling activities 
will no longer be able to function in 
the North and thus the removal of 
certain obstacles previously placed in 
their way will be rendered nugatory. 
‘The proposed separate establishment 
is all the more serious because, ap- 
parently, it will be accompanied by 
the introduction of what will be 
virtually a lower customs tariff. The 
effect on the revenues of the Central 
Government will be considerable and 
‘may easily outstrip the loss accruing 
fom the extensive smuggling opera 
tions of a fow months ago. It will 
conceivably inflict heavy damage on 


S| tine trade of other areas in China, for 


the diversion of merchandise to ports 
where the lower tariff prevails may 
be expected to follow as the natural 
‘outcome of the new régime. Until 
more authoritative information is re- 
ceived it were better to suspend nai 
Judgment, but it is appropriate t« 
point out'that international issues are 
clearly involved in any breach of the 
integrity of the Maritime Customs 
‘nd such breach appears to be firmly 
indicated here. Sino-Japanese co- 
operation in the economle develop- 
ment of the Northern — provinces 
would be warmly welcomed by all 
who appreciate the requirements of 
the two countries and the benefits 10 
be derived from that solution of 
recent difficulties. ‘There seems to 
be no reason however why it should 
demand an attack on the tariff under 
conditions which would seriously dis:

CHENGTU TRAGEDY 


‘The Japanese community will be 
‘assured of general sympathy in the’ 
tragedy which, it now turns out, has 
all too correctly been reported from 
Chengtu. Journalists in Shanghai 
will desire to be specially associated 
in the regret which is being express- 
ed at the deaths of Mr, Keiji Fuka- 
gawa and Mr. Kozaburo Watanabe. 
Mr.. Fukagawa, os reporter of the 
"Shanghai Mainichi,” was particularly 
well-known to members of the pro- 
fession. A man of kindly disposition 
‘and calm judgment, he was much 
Fespected and esteemed. He was well 
qualified to serve his newspaper here 
by reason of his natural gift for 
establishing friendly relations 
All nationalities, It seems altogether 
‘anomalous that’ he should have been 
made the victim of a senseless out- 
break of passion, for his good nature 
‘and quiet humour ought to have pro- 
tected him against personal enmity 
of any kind, ‘The Chinese authorities 
have acted swiftly in signalizing their 
displeasure at the occurrence. It Is 
suggested that agitation over the pro- 
posal to reopen the Japanese con- 
sulate at Chengtu was responsible for 
the turbulence which directly caused 
the murders. ‘There can be no excuse 
for thus inflaming public opinion 
over a matter which was being 
appropriately handled in diplomatic 
iscussion. “Chengtu is not a treaty 
‘port but it has had British, French 
‘and German consular representatives 
so far back as 1912, the view being 
taken that os the headquarters of a 
provineial administration it was con- 
venient to have foreign consuls avail- 
fable on the spot although the arrange- 
ment was facilitated by a diplomatic 
fiction which treated the consuls in 
question as if they were resident ut 
Chungking. ‘The Japanese Govern- 
ment, so far az can be judged, fol- 
lowed the example of the other 
Powers and appointed their consul 
somewhere about 1910. It was not

FOR KIANGSU 


230-Mile Irrigation Canal: 130 
Miles River Dykes 









Chinkiang, Aug. 27. 

A five-year plan for the. reclama- 
tion of 38,000,600 mow of atid land 
in Nontung. Yencheng, Lienshui, 
‘and other districts along the Kiangstt 
coast has been mapped out by the 
Kinngsu Provincial Government. For 
the executioin of the project the, 
provincial government will raise a 
{olal of $100,000.00 from Shanghai 
banks “at different periods. 

‘A’ new canal, measuring about| 
700 i, will start ‘from Chenchiakeng, 
in Lienshul, and end at Chohsieh~ 
chen, in Nantung, passing through 
Foning, Yencheng, ‘Tungtal, and 
‘Yukso.’ ‘To protect the land from 
the sea, a gigantic dyke will be 
constructed from Kohsiehchen to 
Chenchiakeng, measuring more than 
400 Ii. Conservaney work will also 
bbe done to the inlets along the coast 
to facilitate shipping. 

Reclamation work will be carried 
out in five years. It is expected that

Nanking Tells Embassies 
of Income Tax 


Nanking, Aug. 31. 
Tdentie notes have been for- 
warded by the Ministry of For- 
elgn Affairs to the various foreign 
Embassies and Legations in Chin: 
requesting them to advise their 
respective nationals ‘resident in 
‘this country, to conform to the 
Chinese law in payment of Income 
‘Tax, which will formally be en- 
forced on October 1, according 
to Information from the Walchiao- 
pu today.

‘According to Reuter, the notes 
explain that foreign diplomats ar 
exempted from payment of th 
tax, as well as foreign nationals 
who have resided in China for 
Jess. than one year. In addition, 
no tax is to be paid on income 
not earned in China. Otherwisa, 
the Notes add, foreign nationals 
in China must pay income tux 
the same as Chinese citizens,

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KWANGSI'S CHOICE 
Aug. 27. 
General Chiang Kai-shek stems 
to have been rewarded for his! 
patience and conciliatory attitude| 
toward the two Kwangsi generals. 
He has not met deflance with 
threats, but rather by an appeal 
‘to reason, allowing the strength of 
his material position to speak for| 
itself, No doubt, the situation was 
complicated by the interpretations: 
placed on the sudden variation of, 
‘the Plenary Session’s plans for the| 
two lenders. General Chiang Kai-| 
shek must have felt some personal| 
embarrassment in that the .an- 
nouncement of the new posts| 
offered to them—albeit made with 
the best intentions—gave rise to| 
‘the suggestion that the executive] 
‘was attempting to override the con- 
sidered decision of the properly 
constituted party organ. It may 
now be surmised that General. 
Chiang Kai-shek, appreciating the 
qualities of the two leaders, 
sincerely desired to afford them 
‘scope for further service to China 
and yet to solve the difficulty of 
permitting the simulacrum of the: 
warlord system to continue in| 
‘Kwangsi, Public opinion generally 
‘was not prepared to view the 
matter in that, perhaps, progressive 
mood, Old habits persist and it was 
‘widely suspected that General 
Chiany Kai-shek—and the col- 
Jeagues who supported him—were 
‘well aware that the Chekiang post 
could no more be assumed by 
General Pai Chung-hsi than the’ 
‘high place on the National Military 
Counell by General Li Tsung-jen. 
It was roundly averred that an 
error of judgment had been com- 
mitted, Without stultifying himselg 
or in any way receding from 
the position that a bona fide offer 
hhad been made, General Chiang 
Kai-shek quietly faced the threat 
of resistance in Kwangsi, He knew, 
of course, that the big battalions 
‘were on his side, but he also realized 
the seriousness of a situation which 
compelled him to apply that argu- 
ment, In making his dramatic re- 
appearance in Kwangtung after ten 
years’ absence, he was anxious to 
‘avoid external complications of the 
already complicated problem of 
restoring Kwangtung’s currency and| 
financlal equilibrium, Hostiliti 
‘with Kwangsi might have inte 
posed an unweleome obstacle to the| 
Central Government's — proposed| 
measures of relief, which will ap- 
Parently include the issue of a 
domestic loan, 


‘As soon as he arrived in Kwang- 
tung General Chiang Kai-shek 
made it clear that he was ready to 
‘advise the Central Government to 
show the ulmost consideration for 
the views of the two leaders. His 
position was by no means easy for, 
frankly, General Pai Chung-hsi, at 
Teast, made no secret of a bitter 
personal .animosity inspired by, 
memories of his former assoclation| 
with the Generalissimo, On all 
grounds It is regrettable that so] 
able_an administrator and soldier| 
as General Pai Chung-hsi should| 
not be able to overcome his vense| 
of grievance. ‘The world over, 
Jealousy and affronted amour 
propre become awkward luxuries 
if too freely indulged by the aspir- 
ing statesman or politician. Opin- 
ions often differ regarding  the| 
merits of men and measures, but! 
the verdict of the event has fre-| 
quently to be accepted without 
more than a passing sigh of regret} 
for “the perversity of human| 
destiny. However that may be, 
both General Li Tsung-jen and| 
General Pai Chung-hsi command | 
even from thelr critics the respect| 
due to men who have more inter- 
est in the efficient performance of| 
their duty than in their personal| 
enrichment. This quality has been| 
generously recognized by General| 
Chiang Kai-shek in the considerato| 
treatment accorded to their wishes. 
‘The compromise which has, it is 
understood, been reached’ with| 
every prospect of acceptance in-| 
volves the retention of General 
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Li Tsung-jen in Kwangs! and the 
Jéelegation of General Pal Chung- 
Inst on a temporary mission over- 
seas, General Feng Yu-hslang and 
‘General Ho Chien, the Governor 
of Hunan, have lent their good 
‘Mees to the reconciliation. ‘They| 
have done well and the General~ 
fssimo has once again shown his| 
capacity for realist treatment of a 
situation and his large-minded dis~ 
regard of petty notions of prestige. 
He 1s the bigger man for having] 
used his strength sparingly. 

‘With the Kwangsi problem on 
the way to solution, the Central 
Government can now turn to the| 
important task of preparing the| 
ground for the forthcoming session 
of the National People’s Congress 
which has to ratify the draft 
constitution. General Chiang Kai- 
shek is believed to be impressed 
by the need for making  the| 
cecasion of real value to the 
Government's relations with the 
country. He has already made 
tentative efforts to give the ad- 
ministration a broader basis. In| 
particular, the association of @ few 
Ron-politieal businessmen with 
feertain commercial departments 
fhas been a marked success. Of, 
General Chiang Kal-shek’s per- 
sonality there is no need to speak: 
it has ‘written itself large on the 
eurrent history of China. | Every- 
fone hopes that it will continue to 
bbe available to complete the work 
which has been so well begun and| 
0 forcefully tackled. Yet there is 
Some disquiet lest too heavy. a 
burden be thrown on the Generalis- 
simo's admittedly capacious should-| 
ers, He is credited with the 
Intention to endeavour—even if it 
entails ignoring party labels—to 
bring Into the Government new 
blood and definitely approved 
capacity. He has consistently dis 
claimed the desire to assume the 
role of dictator, although in many 
emergencies he has been compelled 
to exercise quasi-dictatorial powers. 
His attitude is wise, for whatever 
may bethe needs of other countries, 
China is not likely to be best served 
by a system which depends for its 
stability so exclusively on the 
strength, health and—absit omen— 
existence of one man. Admirers 
‘of General Chiang Kai-shek would! 
{eel happier if he could be relieved| 
of anxiety for the fate ot the 
administration and of the achleve~ 
ments which it has managed to re~ 
cord, in the event of his disap- 
pearance from the scene. The 
fervent wish that the contingency 
may be remote is not incompatible 
with prudent provision for a situa 
tion. which might otherwise be 
fraught with great danger. General 
Chiang Kai-shek, as the chiet ngure| 
{na Central Government which is 
more truly a Central Government 
of China than any in the twenty-| 
five years of the Republic's troubled 
history, has now an opportunity of| 
‘consolidating—ay — enhancing—his 
reputation by preparing the ground 
for an administration really re- 
presentative of the best talents 
available for service to the people 
of China, 

















HOPES IN THE SOUTH 
‘Sept. 1. 

General Chiang Kai-shek per~ 
mitied himself the luxury of 
optimism in discussing the trend of 
‘affairs in the South with the 
special correspondent of the United 
Press Association, Naturally the 
interview was mainly concerned 
with foreign—particularly Ameri~ 
can—opinion. ‘The trader was told 
‘thathe could ‘expect Improved con- 
ditions “in_Kwangtung to emerge 
{from the reorganization now pro- 
‘ceeding under the supervision of the 
Central Government and the exe of 
the Generalissimo. Therein General 
Chiang Kaicshek  unmistakeably 
showed that ho was well aware of 
the manner in which the former| 
authorities in Kwangtung had at- 
tempted to earry out their policy of 
jencouraging indigenous industries. 
Grossly discriminatory measures to 
the prejudice of foreign enterprise| 
hhad been devised and applied. ‘The 
benefits accruing to domestic in- 
dustries were small, the damage 
done to the revenues of the Central 
Government was rapidly increasing, 
the private fortunes of certain| 
privileged individuals were swell- 
ing at the expense of the| 
unhappy people of Kwangtung. 
[No doubt General Chiang Kai-shek 
feels that the Central Government's 





satisfaction at being able to assert! 
its authority in Kwangtung Is miti- 





gated by the knowledge that! 
political expediency prevents any at- 
tempt to recover for China some of| 
‘those large balances which have been 
diverted into unauthorized channels. 
‘The mere fact that unsavoury pre 
eedents exist to justify inaction is 
not of itself consolatory. ‘However, 
General Chiang Kai-shek and his 
colleagues have taken prompt steps 
to put Kwangtung’s finances in 
‘order. The task is formidable and 
‘will probably demand direct assist- 
‘nce from the Central Government. 
If it be tackled in the spirit inform 
ing General Chiang Kai-shek's| 
[statement of policy the result should, 
not be in doubt. 

Rightly the Generalissimo insisted 
con the patience which had been ex- 
fereised in dealing with Kwangsi. 
It is to be hoped that reporis of 
fhe "two ‘General’ intentions 
recognize the generosity of the 
Central Government's attitude are 
well founded. ‘There will be ready 
[acceptance of the view that if such 
Tecognition is not forthcoming, the 
‘Kwangsi leaders will clearly forfeit 
all claims to the widespread 
sympathy which as been ex 
Dressed on thelr behalf. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has been astonish-| 
ingly forbearing, but, as he has 
pointed out, he has felt acutely the| 
eed to go'to the furthest possible 
limits in avoidance of civil war or 
punitive action, because of the 
Strong public desire for naticnal 
‘unity—to say nothing of the finan- 
‘elal implications of the crisis. For- 
tunately there is ground for the| 
belief that the ‘Kwangsi leaders'| 
position has deteriorated so. they 
have practical reasons for accepting| 
the generosity of the Central Gov- 
ernment. General Chiang Kai-shek | 
hhas decided to remain in Kwang- 
tung for some time in order to give | 
personal attention to the initiatory 
stages of the recoganization, Before 
long however the requirements of 
the general situation will demand his 
return to Nanking, especially if| 
current reports of developments in 
the North are correct. The holding| 
of the People’s National Congress in 
November’ must certainly seta 
term to his sojourn in the South. 
He may be expected therefore to 
take steps to ensure the firm 
establishment of the new régime 
‘as rapidly as possible. Much de- 
pends on the personalities and ex- 
perience of the selected admini- 
Strators. If they can faithfully 
observe the prescriptions of the 
New Life programme Kwangtung's| 
hope of recovery will not be dis- 
appointed. 

General Chiang Kai-shek Is fully 
aware that responsible foreign 
opinion—Iincluding those important 
‘commercial interests which {rade 
with China—is primarily concerned 
with the creation of confidence in 
‘the administration—provineial and 
Central—tor it is recognized that 
‘with confidence comes stability and 
trade based on stable conditions has 
more chance of developing on pro- 
fitable lines than precariously 
poised adventures which take big 
and quick profits before some un- 
toward disturbance comes to shatter 
expectations and destroy relation- 
ships. Moreover foreign trade can- 
not fulfil the requirements of sound 
financial and economic principles, 
unless it be directed” on the 
reciprocal plan. Just as the stimula 
tion of domestic industries by 
iscrimination against foreign 
‘enterprise is unhealthy and doomed 
to disaster in the long run, so for- 
eign trading which disregards the 
interests of the people of the 
country and the legitimate aspira- 
tions of their merchants, cannot be 
viewed with favour by responsible | 
statesmen. The Government of 
‘Chino, in recent months, has pro- 
‘cceded a long way on the road to 
national unity and to the establish 
ment of machinery whereby the 
process of reconstruction can be 
faken in hand. The Constitution is 
fo come before the country for 
final approval. China's financial 
credit has received new recognition 
abroad, partly on account of the 
Dractical steps taken by the 
Finance and. Railway Ministries 
to restore bondholders’ confidence, 
albeit “at a. considerable sacri- 
fice to them. This advance, 
the Government will no doubt reek 
to consolidate. The task demands 
the adoption of specife measures! 
to provide for continuity of policy 
and the consequent establishment 
‘of confidence on safe lines. General 
Chiang Kal-shek’s express deter-

This journal considers that the 
problem cannot be treated as 
exclusively involving the interests 
of any one section of the om- 
munity, ‘The genuine landholder 
or property owner deserves sym~ 
pathetic consideration in so far 
is he is the vietim of the specula: 
tion orgy which so artificially en- 
thanced the value of land and put him 
in a false position. ‘Yet he does not 
[seem to have completely grasped 
the responsibilities which are his, 
Circumstances—the peculiar clr- 
cumstances of Shanghai's physical 
and political growth—give him an 
advantage which he would not 
perhups have elsewhere.

It may be that the iconcelasts are 
right and the banks should bring 
matters to a head swiftly by 
exercising their powers of liquida~ 
tion, but before such drastic 
remedies be applied it were surely 
wise to sce whether ordinary 
practical teamwork in the face of 
@ common danger cannot be in- 
voked. To-day Shanghai presents 
the incongruity which sets exces- 
sively rented beside unoccupied 
premises. Housing is an acute 
problem, yet long lists of vacant 
sites and buildings vonfront the 
revenue authorities of the Settle 
ment. No wonder the Couneil feels 
that the problem demands the at~ 
tention of a special committee! 
‘That committee cannot even think 
of prescribing a solution until it 
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has got down to bedrock and de- 
fined the economic and social at- 
tributes of the problem itself. All 
classes are involved; whether they’ 
be the large industrial element in 
‘the population or the comparatively | 
richer, but none-the-less heavily- 
distressed, middle class, Chinese or| 
foreign. Property-owners have to

NEUTRALITY 
Aug. 29, 

‘The Spanish crisis has produced 
vigorcus argument on the merits 
and attributes of neutral 
especially in Great Britain. As this 
journal ventured to suggest some 
Weeks ago the situation is compar- 
able with that at the time of the 
French Revolution, when Pitt was 
driven against his will to ignore, 
and Charles James Fox stood alone 
in championing, the cause of 
neutrality. It matters not that Fox. 
was a more fervent advocate of 
liberty and equality than Pitt, ‘The 
two men agreed in condemning 
anything like a “crusade for ideals” 
in’ violation of England’s neutrality. 
‘The British Government in support 
of M. Leon Blum, whose cou 
ageous handling of the situation 
evokes strong admiration, has taken 
measures to secure the neutrality 
of the nation during the course of 
the struggle within Spain. It can- 
not control the sentiments, or, ex- 
cept in certain conditions,’ the 
actions of individual British 
subjects, Nor can it direct the 
British press in the presentation of 
‘and comment on the Spanish news. 
Anxiety has intruded because, to| 
many observers, it seems as if the 
discussion of the rival claims of| 
Communism and Fascism were 
being crystallized in surveying 
events in Spain. This sensitiveness 
has Jed to a critical examination of 
the London newspapers and to an 
attempt at defining the methods of 
neutrality. ‘There is no avoidance 
of partisanship in certain journals. 
‘The Rothermere and Beaverbrook 
organs, in their best flamboyant 
style, cheer on the insurgents, and 
do not hesitate occasionally to 
go almost as far as the egregious 
“Saturday Review” which, under 
the capricious thumb of Lady 
Houston, actually objects to the 
use of the term “loyalists” in 
application to the supporters of| 
the de jure Spanish Government. 
No doubt newspapers are in a difi- 
culty because this issue of neutrality 
thas been so straitly raised. 

Journalists, exercising their 
normal judgment in such a matter 
and under no obligation to posture 
with Lord Rothermore or gesticulate 
with Sir Walter Citrine, are dis- 
posed to treat the news “on its 
merits.” ‘That is to say, as soon as. 
they perceived the gravity of the 
upheaval, they were inclined to 
bear in mind the possibility that the 
insurgents of to-day might be the 
Government of to-morrow. While 
uiving the existing Spanish Govern- 
ment all the respect due to an 
administration having diplomatic 
contacts with other national admini- 
strations, these crities have not been 
able to disguise the significance of 
the many resignations in the 
Spanish diplomatic service abroad 
or of the fact that the insurgents 
are believed to dominate 31 of the| 
provinees of Spain. ‘The view is 
therefore taken that the strictly 
neutral writer would be just as 
wrong to call the insurgents, 
“rebels"—at this moment—as Lady’ 
Houston is to deny the quality of| 
loyalty to the Government's fol- 
lowers. It is to be hoped that this 
conception of neutrality as the 
proper attitude of British writers 
Will develop. Nothing can be more 
harmful than such airy protesta- 
tions of sympathy for one side o1 
the other, It is recognized that 
so-called “eft” opinion in England 
has long been in close touch and. 
eager accord with the Spanish 
“Popular Front." ‘That does not 
excuse responsible British Con- 
servatives for brandishing their 
gratuitous solicitude on behalf of 
the Spanish Fascists. Mr. Campbell 
Black is an excellent airman but 
when he commits himself publiely 
to the view that he would like to 
bomb the Spanish loyalists from the 
Guadarramas he is doing credit 
neither to his intelligence nor to 





























This journal has already re- 
ferred at length to the danger of| 
allowing British and French de- 
mocracies to destroy themselves 
by raising the issue of Communism 
versus Fascism, Mr. Stanley Bald- 
win and M, Leon Blum, in their 
firm insistence on correct neu- 
trality, have done well to guard 
against that danger. M. Blum has 
done more: he has just firmly re- 
buked one of his own supporters 
who took umbrage at the reception 
of Dr. Schacht. Mr. Baldwin has 
also to face the fact that British 
tolerance has allowed too strong a 
foothold to be obtained by Fascist 
sympathizers in certain quarters in 
Great Britain. The Rothermere and 
Beaverbrook ‘press earn contempt 
bbut they are not contemptible be- 
‘cause they do exercise a certain 
‘amount of influence. Just now the 
fear of war evokes angry demands 
for an international endeavour to 
stop war. These demands overlook 
the systematic undermining of public 
opinion involved in the Rother- 
brook campaign against the League. 
Instead of instructing their readers 
in the virility and  remarkable| 
achievement of Parliament in re- 
cent years, these —peer-ridden 
‘organs set themselves out to mock 
at Westminster. A characteristic 
example may be cited: the "Daily 
Mirror,” the other day, “splashed” 
for the benefit of its guileless 
readers a lively account of the 
‘suspension of the Labour members 
who demonstrated against the Gov- 
ernment’s Unemployed Assistance 
regulations, It proceeded to bank 
on ignorance of history to argue 
that Parliament had thereby been 
brought to the lowest depths of de- 
gradation as compared wit its 
glowing traditions of the past. ‘The 
disturbances in the Gladsionian 
era, when the Irish adapted their 
methods to the rules of the House, 
the scandalous betrayal of public 
Interests by the Parliament of the 
early Victorian years, the poverty 
of intelligence ‘and ‘weakness of 
oratory of that and previous 
Parliaments—were all _forgetten. 
‘This crime of misleading the public 
will have to be firmly dealt with it 
British institutions are to be pro- 
tected against the infectious

A PIQUANT INTERLUDE! 
Aug. 26, 
Over twelve years ago—on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1924 to be exact—the then 
British Government under Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald recognized the 
Soviet Government. Less than a 
fortnight earlier, Vladimir Lenin, 
the father of the Soviet regime, had 
qualified for the ap otheosis in the 
Red Square accorded to him by his 
admiringly grateful followers. 
Among his papers were found the 
notes which came to be known as 
his political will. ‘They showed re- 
cognition of the danger of disunity 
after his death. Between Josef! 
Stalin and Leon Trotsky lay dif- 
ferences which were destined to 
falsify the grandiloquent proclama- 
tion ‘by the Communist Party on 
the morrow of Lenin's death: 
Lenin is dead, but he lives on in 
the soul of each member of the 
party. Each member of the party 
is a particle of Lenin. Our entire 
Coramunist family is the collective 
incarnation of him. 
Lenin's notes were more realist. 
‘They saw the need for increasing 
the membership of the Central 
Committee to 150 in order to 
prevent the threatened division 
arising from the rivalry of Stalin 
and Trotsky. That rivalry dated 
from 1919 and had been kept within 
bounds only by the exercise of 
Lenin's overriding authority. Stalin, | 
as Secretary-General, had, wrote 
Lenin: 
gathered into his hand an immense| 
power, and I am not certain that| 
he will always employ  sufiicent| 
prudence in the exercise of it. 
Trotsky was described as “not! 
remarkable for very great ability” 
yot he 
Js the most capable man of the: 
present Central Committee, but he’ 
is much too inclined to over- 
assurance and is, besides, attracted 
to the purely administrative side of 
Stalin met the publication of these 
notes by an astute resignation 
which was promptly declined. He 
remained in office and the strvggle 
between him and Trotsky became 
one-sided for behind Stalin rallied 














his country, 


practically the — whole _party. 


Gregory Zinovieff and Leo Kamenev. 


were first opposed to Trotsky but 
in his formation of the New Op- 
position or NOP party, they joined 
him and their combination became 
known as the Troika. ‘Trotsky and 
Zinovieff took the line that Com- 
munizm could not be successful 
without a world-wide triumph. This 
was apparent in the frequent re- 
ferences by Zinoviel’s public pro- 
nouncements to the need for 
stirring up revolution in capitalist 
countries, It will be remembered 
that the notorious Zinovieff letter 
dilated on that subject. 

Nor is itwithout sig 
Borodin's adventure 
place at a time when Stalin's op- 
position to the theory had not found 
full expression; although he retort~| 
ed in 1926 to the Troika’s challenge. 
by vaguely affirming that 

‘we are in possession of the neces- 

sary data ‘to. make Socialiem 

Feality by surmounting all internal 

dificulties, and wo must and we 

can surmount them through our 

‘own resolution. 

Zinovieff, as President of the Third 
International, was a powerful op- 
Ponent but Stalin drove him out of 
the Political Bureau. In 1927 
General Chiang Kai-shek’s ex~ 
pulsion of the Boroilin group revived 
‘Trotsky’s opposition to Stalin. 
Demonstrations occurred on Nov- 
ember 7, the tenth anniversary of 
the October Revolution, and on 
their account Trotsky was banished. 
Zinovieff and Kamenev made their’ 
peace with the Dictator for the time 
being. At the Gfteenth Congress 
of the Communist Party in Decem- 
ber 1927, Stalin's complete triumph 
was recognized. ‘Trotsky in exile 
wrote his now famous history and 
accused Stalin of having sacrificed 
the future of world revolution to 
@ national opportunism, Stalin 
consolidated his position so-that, at 
the ‘Sixteenth Congress in May 
1930, he launched the Five Year 
plan’ and started on the campaign 
for the economic reconstruction of 
the country by co-operative 
socialism. 

It will be seen that of the eight 
members associated with Lenin in 
the original Political Bureau~ 
which since 1928 has been com- 
Posed of five members—no less 
than five are either dead or in exile 
under sentence of death: Trotsky, 
‘Tomsky, Rykoff, Kamenev and. 
Zinovieff. Tt may be assumed that, 
in spite of his disclaimer, Trotsky 
from his vantage ground outside 
Russia will continue to carry on 
his campaign against Stalin, ‘The 
outcome of the recent trial should, 
however, considerably strengthen 
the Dictator’s position for the im- 
mediate future, whatever may be 
the impressions made on other 
countries, ‘Bukharin, who has con- 
stantly changed his allegiance and 
made his peace with Stalin for the 
last time when he was reappointed 
‘editor of the “Pravda,” has ap- 
parently again fallen into disgrace. 
In the same plight may be his col- 
Yeague, Karl Radek, who has for 
Jong held the position of foremost 
Journalist of the Soviet regime. To 
the outsider there seems to be a 
Togieal link between Stalin's stand 
against the Trotsky policy and 
Soviet Russia's later diplomatic 
heeds. Adherence to the League of 
Nations, recognition by _ other 
Powers’ and co-operation in the 
preservation of world-peace, to 
which M. Litvinoff has given such 
eloquent lip service, are clearly in- 
compatible with the avowed policy 
of endeavouring to spread the 
Bolshevik revolution through the 
world. Just now, events in Spain 
have acutely raised the issue of 
non-interference in the internal 
affairs of foreign nations. ‘The 
Moscow Court's refusal to permit 
‘attacks on Nazi Germany contrasts 
strongly with the attitude of the 
Court in the trial of the British 
Jengineers. Moreover, Stalin's scheme 
‘of economic reconstruction demands 
concentration on domestic problems. 
It is true that he is apparently prov- 
ing the accuracy of Trotsky's theory 
that Communism cannot be effec 
tively worked in a single state sur- 
rounded by economic polities of 
‘another kind, for, as his plans pro- 
gress, the shedding of Communist 
Principles becomes plain. How far, 
under the surface, the old pro- 

















have inspired Labour and Liberal 
‘opposition to other totalitarian re- 
gimes, Stalin is probably not geeat- 
ly eqneerned thereat. Ironically 
enough, the Moscow press demands 
for Soviet Russia the principle of 
non-interferenceas invoked for Italy 
‘ahd Germany. There is no reason 
why this demand should be re- 
fused; indeed it is now being gener- 
ally ‘admitted that the risks of 
international conflict are lessened 
if cach individual nation will essay 
the solution of its domestic problems 
by the intelligence of home-grown 
genius to the exclusion of exotic 
empiricism. On the disclosure of] 
the tyrannical methods by which 
the Soviet regime still finds it 
necessary to maintain itself there is 
no need to make elaborate com- 
ment. ‘The prompt execution of the 
‘sixteen convicted prisoners grimly 
answers the pleas made on their’ 
behalf by foreign sympathizers, 
whose complacency receives a rude, 
if salutary, shock. The facts speak 
for themselves. They do not suggest 
that Stalin is permanently proof. 
‘against the Nemesis which is now, 
‘on his behalf, wreaking vengeance 
‘on his former colleagues. That is 
revolutionary history repeating it- 
self with much unction. 

















THE NEW EGYPT 
Aug, 28. 

Sir Miles Lampson learnt in 
‘China—a good school Jet it be said 
—how arduous is the tark of 
negotiating a treaty of relationship. 
He knew that, when on promotion 
from Nanking to Cairo he had to 
assume the High Commissionership 
of Egypt and the Sudan, the pos- 
sibility of having to essay that tase 
was by no means remote. The 
Knowledge that six previous 
attempts had been made without 
success may have brought him 
mixed comfort. The abolition of 
the British Protectorate in February 
1922 carried with it the recognition 
of Egypt as a sovereign state, 
subject to four points reserved for 
agreement: 


‘safeguarding imperial communica 





side ‘aggression; protection of for- 
ign interests and minorities; the 
status of the Sudan. 


‘Mustapha Nahas Pasha, the Wafd 
leader of to-day’s “United Front” 
‘and the successor to Zaghlul Pasha, 
had been the Egyptian negotiator of 
the treaty offered by Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald's Labour Government, 
in 1930. The discussions broke 
down over the Sudan clauses, The 
draft treaty then proposed went far 
beyond the safeguards considered 
essential to the Milner Committee | 
of 1920, Sir Miles Lampson has had 
no-easy task for, in 1930, when 
the last rupture occurred, ' Nahas 
Pasha had been assured by Mr. 
Arthur Henderson that the offer 
stood. Changed conditions have 

‘certain respects lessoned anxieties 
and suspicions on both sides, but 
human nature and especially Watd 
human nature is always inclined to 
uecept the point at which previous 
negotiations wore broken off as the 
start for the next advance. 

The storm which arose over a 
misinterpretation of Sir Samuel 
Hoare’s remarks at the Lord 
Mayor's Banquet of November 9 
last, has had the unexpectedly 
beneficial effect of giving Egypt a 
political unity hitherto unattainable 
for to the United Front then formed| 
the’ Wafd adhered, thus abandoning 
its former attitude of aloofness, Its 
strength as the most powerful single| 
party, made its leader, Nahas 
Pasha. the natural leader of the| 
United Front. In 1930 the Egyptian 











Constitution of 1923 had been sus- 
pended. Another cffect of the 
agitation over Sir Samucl Hoare's 
speech was to bring that suspension 
to an end. The 1923 Constitution 
was re-promulgated on December 
13, 1935, the British Government 
having ‘definitely declared tht 
England could not interfere with 
Egypt's choice of her own con- 
stitution. On the working of the 
Constitution, however, Anglo- 
Egyptian diplomatic relationships 
have important effects and it may 
bbe surmised ‘that, apart altogether 
from other factors, this considera- 
tion inspired the United Front. to 
renewed efforts for solving the 
treaty issue. ‘The actual terms 
have not been officially published, 
but it was evident that military 
discussions played a far more im- 
portant part than was at one time 
thought probable. Instead of there 
being signs of coyness on one side 
‘and spacious expectancy on the 
other, the two parties appear to 
have been confronted by compara- 
tively few differences ,of opinions. 
‘There have been distinct hitches— 
one occurred over capitulations and 
must have brought back to Sir 
Miles’ mind that other blessed word 
“extraterritoriality”—but they have 
soon responded to treatment and 
rapidly removed. That a real 
achievement has thus been recorded 
may be gathered from the fact that 
in February last one of the most 
experienced observers of Egyptian 
affairs, Mr. Arthur Merton, ex- 
pressed the view: 

the negotiators may find dimeulty in 
accepting terms which will inevit- 
ably fall short of those of six years 
go, The events of the past few 
months tend to inspire a pessim= 
istic view. 

If, when receiving congratula- 
tions to-day, Sir Miles Lampson 
and Nahas Pasha, with the modesty 
which should be and assuredly 
must be theirs, desire to find a 


suitable object of their joint 
gratitude, he must be Signor 
Mussolini, No-one quite knows 


‘what is going on behind the vell 
of the Empire of Abyssinia and 
most people are prepared to walt 
for Rome's version in good time, 
However tha may be, the sudden 
change in the status of Abyssinia 
has radically affected the positions 
of Egypt and the Sudan—now 
neighbours to a state of potentially 
great military strength. Moreover 
the emergence of a more aggressive 
Italian Empire on the hightoad to 
India and Australia has given 
British opinion of the Egyptian 
problem a piquant tum, Where 
Great Britain was prepared to make 
no concession she might easily be 
far more amenable because the 
significance of the concession had 
lost welght or become over- 
shadowed, Where Egypt was 
previously ready to be truculent, 
she in her turn might be appre- 
hensive lest truculence would lead 
to the withholding of vital support 
for the infant independent state. 
It is generally understood that 
British troops will no longer enjoy 
the amenities of Cairo and will 
have to face the rigours of Ismailia, 
In return for that sop to Egyptian 
self-respect, the British alr strength 
in Egypt is to be increased and 
Alexandria is to become a naval 
base, Exypt joins the League of 
Nations, “Two thoughts ‘may be

solution of a long-standing problem: 
the first is that Great Britain, in

His wrist wateh and 
his shoes were wrenched off, he said, 
Ducking blows that rained’ on him 
from various directions, he ran for 
the stairs and ‘managed’ to reach the 
street. “There he was again surround- 
ed and beaten. He ran towards the 
botter tit part of town and finally 
managed 0 reach a branch police 
oftice.

Former Capital Still Attraction for Tourists: Historical 





Incidents 
Faom Our Own 


Pelping, Aug. 23. 

Although Peiping has steadily lost 
{in politieal importance, it remains as 
‘much as ever a centre of attraction 
for tourist and globetrotier. This 
year there has been a steady stream 
of visitors, maintained right through 
the summer. Now that autumn Is 
appronching, their numbers are In- 
‘creasing, for at this time of year not 
only is Pelping at its best, but sight- 
seeing can be done there under the 
pleasantest conditions. In summer it 
is rather too hot to do. the pl 
Properly, nor does the winter etimate 
hhere encaurage one to linger in the 
‘open; even spring has its drawbacks 
with its winds and dust-storms. But 
Peiping weather in autumn, from the 
beginning of September to’ well into 
November is perfect and can hold its 
‘own in comparison with any of the 
better known climates, such as that 
of the Riviera, of Honolulu or of 
Califerni 

‘At this time of year the parks ore 
particularly attractive, as is shown by 
the crowds who frequent them, Pel- 
ping possesses no less than six large 
fones, and it must be admitted that 
they’ are kept in very fair condition, 
‘The most popular, if neither the larg- 
est nor by any means the most pic- 
uresque, is Central Park. It ies 
Immediately to the southwest of and 
adjoining the Forbidden City and w 
formerly the Altar of Land and Grain, 
‘The altar is still there, but, for the 
vest, the grounds have been complete- 
ly modernized and have been laid out 
with owerbordered walks and formal 
Mower gardens, and even a children's 
playground,

‘They joined in the Revolution pre 
maturely and were beheaded, aud 
General Feng who escaped erected 
this monument in thelr memory. Then. 
there 1s an obelisk to Sun Yat-sen 
erected by the Pelping labour unions, 
and one to the Commissioner of 
Foreign Affairs who was. killed by 
the Japanese in sinantu in 1928. 
Last but not Jeast, there Is an obelisk 
to the memory of President Harding

Central Park lies in the crowds who 
visit it, rather thon in ony particular 
beauties that It contains. 

‘A park that runs the Central Park 
very close in popularity and one that 
Je very much more pleturesque, is 
the Pei Hai (Northern Lake ‘This 
park is of very anclant origin going 
back for at least seven centuries. 
‘Marco Polo saw it and went into 
raptures about its beauties, But all 
through the subsequent centuries it

the Emperors, and itwas not till 1925 
that It was thrown open to the 
Eeneral public.

Eng Guat was 
sent for and asked why he had not 
registered the child according to the 
notice that had been before the 
public so long. ‘The body of the 
child was examined; it was found to 
be covered with great blue weals, 
the result of many unmerciful beat 
ings. ‘The child was sent to the home 
that’ Kulangsu supports for children 
of this description.

CANTON POWER CO.’S 
‘TROUBLES 


of Chen Chi-tang’s 
Administration 
Frost Oun Own Comrontorr 


Canton, Aug. 19. 

All the vicissitudes that the Canton 
Electric Supply Co. has experienced 
are recounted in a printed history 
that the old Board of Directors has 
circulated. ‘Tho attention of the 
public and the Government is to be 
focussed on the question of the 
restoration of the plant to the private 
investors. An extraordinary meeting 
of the shareholders is being called, 
whereupon a petition will be sent in, 
calling for the ending of public 
ownership. 

‘The company was organized In 
1907. Of the $1,500,000 capital, the 
Government subserlbed half, but by 
the second year of the Republic all 
of the Government's shares had been 
assigned to private owners. The 
‘original power house could furnish 
only 2,000 kilowatts of electricity, but 
by 1932 the capacity had been in- 
ereased to 24,000 kilowatts. 

‘The output should have been sut- 
ficient to give a first-class service, 
had not Chen Chi-tang and Mayor 
Lam Man-kol endorsed the stealing | 
of clectricity by all in the govern- 
ment service, by persons who had 
influence in’ the Kuomintang, by 
labour unions, and by various other 
organizations.” With many exempt 
from paying for current consumed, 
there was a tremendous wastage un- 
Ail lights had to be dimmed all over 
the city so. that there would be 
‘enough electricity to go round. 

“Excessive Charge” 

‘To make life more miserable for 
the electrie company, the Government 
found fault with the “excessive” 
charge of 25 cents per unit which, 
though high, under the eireumstances, 
did not bring in enough to cover 
‘expenses, The rate had to be reduced 
to 20 cents, and the company was 
‘ordered to acquire more dynamos so 
that the capacity of the plant would 
bbe inereased. Two dynamos were 
subsequently installed, each capable 
of producing 1,000 kilowatts, and 
these were put in a new building on 
the Honan side of the Pearl River. 
It cost $1,200,000 to provide this 
auxiliary power station, 

‘The Government then found fault’ 
with the service and Commissioner 
‘Tang Yin-wah, of the Reconstruction 
Department, was made responsible 
for an improvement. As long as Mr. 
‘Tang remained in office restrictions 
‘were not onerous, for he never mov- 
ed without consulting the company's 
officers first. After he retired, how- 
lever, matters went from bad to worse, 
and: in 1930 the municipal govern- 
‘ment assumed control of the plant. 
Tn June, 1931, the company should 
have been restored to the private 
‘owners, but the period of public 
contro!’ was extended. On July 8 
832, an order appeared by virtue of 
which the oficers lected by the 
sharcholders were ousted, and owner- 
ship by the Government became a 
fact. 

Private investors then had about| 
{$10,000,000 tied up in the property 
of the electric light administration, 
None of what they had invested has 
‘ever been paid to them by the Gov. 
‘ernment, nor had any interest. Con- 
trary to the policy (which it had been 
demanded should be followed) of 
reducing the rate for current, the 
Government raised it to 25 cents per 
unit; {wo cents was supposed to be 
for education purposes and three 
cents for reconstruction purposes, 

New Plant Belng Built 

‘A large, new plant is now going 
up at Saichuen, and those connected 
with the old private company have 
ascertained that it was the intention 
fof the regime that has since been 
deprived of its power to hand back 
the old plant to the shareholders once 
the new one began working. Ac- 
counts would thus be deemed to 
be “squared, but the shareholders 
would have had to serap the old 
plant. This would have brought very 
little, giving them back only a fow 
cents on the dollar of what they had 
sunk into the enterprise. 

‘The land on which the new power 
station is being erected at Saichuen 
was acquired with power income. 
Out of this income, the buildings are 
being constructed, and the dynamos 
bought. The shareholders therefore 
contend that their money made the 
more up-lo-date power house possi- 
ble, and that it as well as the more 
antiquated plant on the Bund, should 
be given into their hands, and ser- 
vice for all Canton should, as before, 
be furnished by the company which 
they founded.

MILITARY POSITION OF 
KWEICHOW 


Government Troops Hold 
Important Posts 


‘The military authorities in Kweis 
chow have made ample arrangements 
to deal with the present situation for 
several divisions of Central Govern- 
‘ment troops hold important points at 
‘and near the southern border inelud- 
ing Tuyun and ‘Takshan which the 
‘Kwangsi troops hed vacated, while 
twoops are also available to deal with 
the robber bands infesting so many 
tof the districts. Tt is widely reporsed 
that some of these bands ctusist 
largely. of disbanded or deserting 
men of the old 25th (Kweichow) 
army. And considerable numbers of 
the former 25th men are in Kwangsi, 
planning to come with the Kwangst 
‘troops if and when they invade Kwel- 
chow, hoping of course that they may 
yet recover their former position, 

‘There are rumours that the com 
munists under Chu Ho and Hslao, 
now in Sikang are once more on the 
border of Yunnan in the hope at 
breaking through Into that province 
and perhaps Kweichow. 

It Is a great burden on the people 
‘of Kwelchow to “entertain” the large 
numbers of troops who quarter them= 
selves on them, but under the cir- 
‘cumstances it is presumably unavold- 
able. On the whole, the genuine 
Central Government troops are well 
behaved and considerate of the 
people but some divisions recruited 
from robber bands who surrender 
can be very brutal and there is 
seldom any. redress, 

The people are rejoicing that the 
prolonged drought has been broken 
at last by heavy rains. Since then 
‘sun and rain have alternated and 
there seems every prospect of a good 
harvest, 

Probably something is being plane 
ned at any rate for opium suppression 
in Kwelchow but so far opium dens 
are to be found everywhere young 
men are still picking mp the habit 
and the drug is openly for sale. Only 
@ few days ago a lot of opium was 
spread on the main street, opposite 
to where I am at present staying, 
drying in the sun and I saw two or 
three men smoking it on the market 
place. T am told that the taxes on 
‘opium lamps and opium dens are now 
boeing increased, so perhaps the idea 
is to “choke” the use of the drug 
in that way.

TACHIENLU 


Interest in Lamaseries and 
Geomorphology 
By Taerax 


‘Tachienlu, Aug. 15, 
Last Saturday, HH. D. Bryan, 
J, Hanson-Lowe, and Jullan Bell, left 
Tachienlu for the plains below. They 
had only a few days in this border 
city but they flied them with all that 
Was to ‘be seen, heard, and explored. 
On Monday a ‘visit was paid to the 
large caravansery, the Waslja, and 
the charming young Aja poured them 
‘ut some butter-tea, The young 
Tibetan lady was most polite and 
courteous and while the young men 
examined what was to be seen she

‘The Wasija was burned some years 
ago so has lost much of its former 
glory. The Chinese “Ambassadors, 
from’ the Impérial Court at Peking 
When on their way to the sacred 
Jeapital of Lhasa usually spent a con- 
siderable time in Tachienlu and 
made the Wasija their headquarters. 
Before the fre, the house was filed 
with beautiful presents, the gifts from 
the different ambassadors. From this 
Point of view the house was well 
worth visiting. The Wasija has its 
‘own private "temple and prayer- 
house and this the young visitors 
jcarefully explored. One round of 
the prayer-house and one turn of the 
Jeylindrical prayer-drums and millions 
of prayers are placed to the credit 
fof those who turn them, 

From the Wasija the visitors went 
to another prayer-house continuing an 
enormous cylindrical prayer-drum, 
which, we were told, contained mil 
ons of prayers.

BUILDING CHINA’S 
LONGEST RLY. 


Hunan to Kweichow Line to 
Cost $15,000,000 


Changsha, Aug. 24, 

Roadwork on the longest and one 
of the most dimeult railway projects 
ever undertaken in China, the Hu- 
nan-Kweichow line, has been started, 
Linking Chuchow, the crossing point 
of the Canton-Hankow and Cheklang- 
Kiangat railways, and Kwelyang, the 
capital city of Kwoichow, the’ line 
‘will measure 1,000 kllometres and 
will entail an outlay of $15,000,000, 

At the crossroad of the Hunan- 
Kwelchow ‘line and the Changsha- 
Paoching highway, a 7é7-metres 
bridge will have to be built across 
the longest river in Hunan, Costing 
$2,000,000, the bridge, when complet~ 
ed, will rank next to the Chientang 
River bridge, in Cheklang, ashe 
longest in this country. Two bridges 
‘of 500 kilometres each will have to 
be erected to span the Tau and Wan 
rivers, The construction cost for each - 
conservatively is put at $1,000,000 up- 
wards, Besides these three main 
bridges,,the ine will have 300 small 
bridges.

COMMUNISTS FLEE 
FROM YUNNAN 


Hundreds Perish in the High 
Passes of Tibet 
Frost Oun Own Comnesroneent 


Atuntze, Yu, July 14, 

Early in May, subsequent to serious 
losses they had’sustained in the fight- 
ing in Eastern Yunnan, the Commun- 
ist hordes of Ho Lung and Hsiao

‘There for a time they feasted upon 
yale meat and tsamba. But starvation 
claimed the lives of hundreds in the 
crossing of the barren wastes bofore 
Litang, and afterwards, before they 
could reach the Batang valley. Perish= 
ing from hunger and disease on high 
‘Tibetan passes, men, women, and 
children came’ to the “end of the 
frail.” In June, those still able to 
travel poured down into the beauti- 
ful Batang valley. 

Suffer Weavy Losses 

Weakened by disease and hunger, 
they were in poor trim for fighting 
and never got within gunshot of the 
city gales. ‘They proved no match 
for the well-fed local forces and the 
crack troops of the National Army 
who sallied out against them, During 
two days of hard fighting, the Reds 
suffered heavy losses. ‘They then 
fled northward toward Pel Lat 
(Derge) and Kanze, about eight and 
twelve days’ journey respectively 
from Balang. Since then. they are 
reported to have gone on into Kansu 
province. Many are sald to have 
deserted thelr Red comrades at 
Batang. ‘Those refugees received food 
‘and kindly treatment, and later were 
given a monetary allowance and sent 
back to thelr homes In far away 
Kwolchow and Hunan, 

‘The Parsuing Troops 

When the Communist army started 
its long march into northern Yunnan 
‘and Hsikang, Yunnanese troops were 
sent in pursuit. Some of these were 
‘subsequently stationed at Chong ‘Tien, 
and four companies under Lung Yin- 
chang were sent to Atuntze, farthest 
military outpost of northwest Yunnan. 
Before thelr arrival, many of the 
‘Atuntze Tibelans and Chinese fled 
‘with their movable possessions across 
the Mekong river, one day to the 
west. Others hid thelr valuables and 
were ready for instant flight, which 
was nol necessary, as the Reds re- 
mained on the cast bank of the 
Yangtze nearly two days east of 
Aluntze. ‘The American missionaries 
Femained at Atuntze, which ultimate- 
ly proved to be a wise decision.

Mr. Chen Hoi-cho, the chairman, 
addressing members ‘of the Guild, 
pointed out the detriment of the sugar 
‘monopoly in this province, He em- 
phasized that since the introduction 
‘of government sugar monopoly the 
monopolists had imported 1,000,000 
bags of foreign sugar into Kuangtung. 
Every time a consignment of sugar 
arrived in the Colony the Canton 
Government despatched gunboats to 
ship back the sugar to Canton so a5 
to evade payment of sugar tax to the 
Customs, the practice of whieh is a 
‘great detriment to the national rev- 
enue, 

Owing to its cheapness in price 
and “duty free," the native sugar ean 
hardly compete with the Imported 
sugar smuggled by the monopolist 
and thus the native sugar industry 
was practically crushed. Plantation 
owners in the various sugar produc~ 
ing distriets in Kuangtung also suf- 
fered heavy losses.

Shanghai Resident Describes Liner’s Voyage Across 
the ‘Atlantic 


All British people who read_ the 
Joyful news that the ss, Queen Mary 
has won tho Blue Riband of the 
Atlantic will feel a sense of pride in 
‘a great achfevement, but there is 
fone man in Shanghai who feels a 
Mille extra proud. Not only was he 
‘on board for the frst trip of the 
Queen Mary, but he has olher ties 
with the ship, as his great-uncle was 
fone of the original founders of the 
Cunard Company, owners of the 
Queen Mary. “It is not permitted to, 
disclose his name, but, in an. exelu- 
sive interview with’ the “North- 
China Herald,” on August 31, he 
gave his impressions of the juslorie 
voyage across the Atlantic by the 
reat Liner, 

“I am afraid any impressions 1 
could give would be prejudiced,” he 
sald, when frst asked to deseribe the 
crossing, “as my family has for years 
been connected with the Clyde, 
served my apprenticeship in ships 
sailing on the Clyde,. and have the 
strongest possible associations with 
‘that part of Scotland,

The Queen 
Mary was sot against a massive ware- 
house, which seemed momentarily. to 
dwarf her, and the whole impression 
of her tremendous size temporarily 
‘was lost, But he had only to go on 
‘board, and to stand at the end of one 
of her lengthy passages to have this 
impression brought back to him more 
strongly thon before, 

“While looking down one ot the 
corridors,” he sald, “I suddenly 
‘caught sight of a small black object. 
Tight down at the other end. At frst 
I dia not realize what it was, but 
afterwards 1 discovered it was a'man, 
barely visible, and an idea of the 
enormous size’ of the vessel was con 
veyed to my mind.”

‘A thing whieh strucie him about 
the voyage was the detailed 
ments for tho comfort of the passeng. 
ers, Never before hos such an 
immense problem been put before 
thoso responsible. for the catering 
arrangements on an ovean liner, and 
yet everything was carried’ out 
‘smoothly, "He particularly emphasized 
the patience of the liner's staff in 
listening to the complaints which 
were made by passengers making 
thelr first voyage and who had no 
Idea of the dificuities involved, 

‘There was no vibration noticeable 
during the voyage, and it was evi- 
dont the giant liner was making no 
atiempt to capture the Blue Riband. 
Tt was known the Queen Mary would 
not try for the coveted honour, but 
probably would be put to the ‘final 
fest on the fifth voyage, from which 
she has now emerged triumphant, 

‘There was an odd assoriment ‘of 
passengers on the first trip. Mayors 
of British towns going over to call 
‘on’ Mayors of American towns, 
Christian Setentists bent on the same 
object, aud conjurers visiting their 
brethren in the United States.

"Such a welcome could not have 
been excelled anywhere in the 
world,” declared the man who was, 
lucky’ enough to be present and 
witness it, 

‘The arrangements for the examina 
tion of the hundreds of trunks, suit- 
cases, ete, on board the Queen’ Mary 
were’ carried out with the  uimost 
precision, 490 Customs exarsiners 
boing detailed for the task. ‘The 
streets of New York were biocked 
with traMlc, as the result ot the 
tremendous’ crowds who waited to| 
welcome the Queen Mary and the| 
landing of her passengers. Every- 
where there were signs of American 
elation at being the first to witness 
the arrival of the vessel. Every 
hotel, department store, and theatre, 
down to the smallest drug store, was 
ying the British and American fags 
crossed, with a welcoming message. 
‘At no time had there been a strong- 
er pro-British feeling in New York. 
Congratulations “and good wishes 
were showered from oll sides, This 
feeling was not only apparent in New 
York, but it extended right across! 
America, ond travellers through the 
States who were seen to have crossed 
tho Atlantic on the Queen Mary were 
treated with special cordiality, 

Every one of the passengers who! 
travelled across on the first voyage 
was presonted with a special certi- 
eate and a beautifully illustrated 
bookley giving examples of the fine 
workmanship which had gone into| 
the building and decorating of the 
ship.

to the rescue of his comrade, Mr. 
R, Canavarro, who was on the beach, 
immediately swam out to the assist 
ance of the drowning youth, but 
when he was only a few feet away. 
‘Mareal sank, 

‘Mr, Canavarro shouted to a Mx. 
Buckiey, a frlend on the beach, for 
assistance, and the latter swam out 
fully clothed in an atlempt to save 
the boy. 

‘While ‘the rescuers were séarching 

for him in the turgid waters, Moreat 
‘came up for a last time behind thelr 
backs. “Too late they realized where 
he was, and desperate diving where 
he had last been seen failed 10 re~ 
cover the body. ‘The rescue tas

Rise in Price of Gold 


Reports reaching Shanghai of a 
trade boom in South Africa are by 
‘no means unfounded, It was learnt 
by the “'North-China Herald” on 
‘August. 25 in'on interview with fe 
‘A. T. Brennan, ‘Trade Commissions 
in the East for the Union of South 
Africa, who Is ona short visit to 
Shanghai. They are, as a matler of 
foet, 50 woll founded that it is quite 
true to say that the position in South 
[Africa atthe present time is the same 
‘as it was after the Boer War, when 
old was first found there, Normally, 
fold is 88/~ an ounce, but when a 
large number of countries decide 10 
fo of the gold standard, they have 
to pay more. to obtain the samo 
amount of gold. “The price of gold 
Fises, and instead of 88/~ an ounce, 
it becomes 138/~ an ounce, which was 
Monday's “price. 


‘The gold mines in South Attica, 
however, are still producing the 
same amount of gold, and w large 
umber of them can work at a profit 
when the price of gold is 88/— an 
ounce, so that their profits when the 
price rises to 138/~ are very consi- 
derably inereased. A still’ larger 
number of mines work at a profit 
when gold is 100/- an ounce. 


When South Africa went off th 
Gold standard, the Government 
troduced legislation by. whieh tho 
wealthy gold mines were taxed 
heavily, and the poorer mines were 
taxed lightly, the object being to 
fencourage the low ‘grade mines to 
Inerease. thelr production. Every= 
thing is moving towards a great trade 
beom in South Africa at the 
‘moment, and all as the result of tho 
higher price of gold. “This affects 
the farming community, it affects 
tho secondary Industeles ‘which pro 
vide material for the working of the 
mines, and for the use of the zniners 
themsolves, it provides moro work 
and leads’ to a greater demand for 
Tabour, It sends the revenue of the 
country up to a higher Ievel through 
eustoms and import duties, and final- 
ly It leads to lower taxation, as the 
governmont has more money’ than It 
reeds coming in through its various 
sources of revenue, 











Lower Taxation 


Lower taxation leads to a greater 
spending power among the people of 
South Africa, which again hus a 
Deneficial effect upon the country's 
trade. Recently customs tariffs and 
Income tax were reduced, ‘The riso 
In the price of gold is having its 
effect right the way through South 
‘Africa, 

‘The prosperous state of the country 
has Jed to a reat increase in emi- 
gration during the last few months, 
many of those coming to settle in 
South Africa being technical men, 
Builders and engineers have also 
been emigrating in large numbers 
owing to the unprecedented demand 
for thelr services, oceasioned by an 
Inerease in building operations. In 
the early stages of trade boom, there 
was a shortage of bricklavers for a 
period, but this has also been met, 
Building activity, of course, is at its 
highest around Johannesburg. the

Chinese Condemnation 


‘Tw the Editor of the 

*Nowri-Cinxa Dany News" 
“1 am In hearty accord with 
ie deep ‘regrets so. sympathetically 
expressed therein by your sub-leader, 
lorday, entitled “Chengtu. Tragedy" 
at the unfortunate. death of” Mr. 
Fukagawa and Me. Watanabe, Vio- 
fences never justiflable no’ matter 
ow eeat the provocation and as a 
Chinese eitizen 1 desire very heartily 
fo Join in your condemnation of the 
destardly net. T should Tike to ase 
sure you Unit your sentiments aro 
boing fully shared by a goodly number 
‘of iny compatriots, 

IU'is not without some satistaction 
fo nole that stern justice has been 
swiftly meted out {0 the ringleaders 
by the Chinese Government and of 
‘ihe ealmness which the local Japanese 
community Is, displaying. 

‘The suggestion’ that the agitation 
fayainst the proposed re-opening of 
the Japanese Consulate at Chengtu 
Was ‘responsible for the tragle event 
Is hardly tenable and T deeply regret 
that two unconnected things should 
be thus associated. together. 

"The question of the right to station 
‘a Japanese Consul in ‘Chengtu Is no 
question at all. Tt is an issue une 
Squivocable. “Tt is self-evident. that 
hho foreign consul should be stationed 
at any part of the country without 
the concurrence of the Chinese Gov= 
ernment ror 10 act in his oficial ea- 
pacity until he has duly reecived his 
exequatur through the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs. The Japanese Gov- 
emment has herself “several. times 
veloed the proposals of Chinese Gov- 
‘rnment to establish Chinese Con- 
sulates in certain part of the Japanese 
Empire where there is considerable 
Chinese population and Japan could 























not therefore in reason blame China 
for similar refusals. 

1 ‘The stationing of British, French 
fand German consuls in Chengtu in 
1912 and of the Japanese consul in 
1916 had_no legal justification what 
soover. They had come unauthorized 
because they thought It convenient to 
be near the seat of the  provincl 
government. If mere convenience Is 
egal Justifeation then there would 
bbe chaos. Chengiu is not a treaty 
ort and they had no business there. 
The sufferance of thelr presence there 
temporarily by the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment does not commit that govern- 
‘ment to bind herself to suffer the 
continuance of their presence In per= 
Petuallty. It must not be forgotten 
that the consular representation of 
Japan as been withdrawn in 1932. 
Ie they had any right in Chengtu, the 
continuity. of that right has. been 
broken. if it is desired to re-establish 
‘that Tight the legal process must be 
fone through again. 

‘As Japan has followed the steps of 
other’ Powers in the esiablishment of 
jconsular representation in Chengtu in 
1916 lot her now follow the staps of 
the other Powers in their withdrawal 
of thelr respective consular represent- 
tives. This Is the only. honorable, 
Feasonable and friendly solution of 
the problem.

Sadu Singh, at the opening of the 
case, pleaded ‘not guilly to a charge 
that’ he on “August 23rd, 1036, at 
Shanghai, wilfully commitied dam- 
age to a wooden box and plate glass 
window and did injury ‘thereto to 
the amount of $6, contrary to Sec- 
Won 14 of the Criminal Justice Ad- 
ministration Act of 1014." He had no 
counsel, Although the caso was a small 
fone, it was apparently one of some 
Interest, the court-room being filled 
with a ‘foreign detective sub-inspec- 
or, two forelgn sergeants, four Sikh 
police constables, a Chinese inter- 
preter, an Indian interpreter, two 
Chinese witnesses, and a handful of 
spectators. 

Prosenting the case for the pro- 
secution, Mr. Livingstone said that 
at $40 p.m. on Aug, 23, the accused, 
with another Indian, went to co 
plainant’s shop: the complainant was 
8 barber at 210 Minghong Road. They 
were apparently visiting an. Indian 
who lived over the shop. ‘The bar- 
ber, however, had received instruc 
tions that nobody was to visit this 
Indian, the reason being that he had 
actually received threatening letters 
‘and was seared of seeing anyone, 


“Truculent and Disorderly” 

‘Tho two Indians, truculent and 
disorderly, went up-stairs, despite 
the protests of the barber, who sent 
an assistant to the police " station, 
The police, fearing’ some more 
trouble similar to that in Miller 
Road not Inq ago, came at once. 
Meanwhile, the aceused nnd tho 
‘other Indian came downstairs again. 
‘The barber saw him stamp on a 
Wooden box of his, and, scared, 
walled out of the shop. A moment 
olor, ho heard the sound of break- 
Ing glass. The police then arrived, 
and arrested the two Indians, releas: 
Ing the other later, 

‘After the barber's assistant had 
testified to calling the police, Hsu 
Hoong-ying, the barber, was ‘called.

The case brought by the SMC. 
against 15 Indians who are alleged 
{to have takon part in an assault and 
affray in Miller Road on the after- 
noon of July 12 was continued be- 
fore Mr. C. H, Maines, Registrar, in 
HM. Police ‘Court on Aug. "26. 
Evidence was “given by Mundar 
Singh, one of the accuscd, who de- 
scribed himselt as assistant manager 
Jof Hari Singh’s shop in Miller Road. 

He arrived at the New Sikh Store 
shortly after three ofelock on the 
faflernoon of the occurrence, and 
was waiting to receive customers 
jwhen he “heard a voice outside 
shouting “I have been struck” and 
"t have been killed.” He heard fur- 
ther ties, and came out of the back 
Jdoor of the shop, whereupon, after 
blowing his whistle, he was attack- 
Jed by five or six Indians. Many 
Jothers were also present, he stated. 

Sacred pudding, handed by the 
prlest to worshippers in the Gurd- 
ware, “figured in the hearing on 
August 27, 

“Is it not true that sacred pudding 
ls handed out by the priest at your 
services?" Mr. Morris Diamond, 
‘asked a witness. 











“Yes,” was the reply, 


“Then why did you not go into the 
temple and take somo sacred pudding, 
instead of just bowing?” demanded 
Mr, Diamond. 

“There are many men who do not 
have saered pudding.” answered the 
witness, 

Mz. Diamond:—Does the taking of 
sacred! pudding mean anything to 
you 

‘Mr. Recks, (representing tho wit- 
rness):—I object to this very oppres- 
sive _cross-examination. My client 
does not riso to the intrleacies of my 
earned friend's cross-oxamination, 

‘Mr. Haines:—The witness does not 
look brow-beaten, 1 must say, 

‘The witness, Bakhtawar Singh, 
‘was tho last called for the defence, 
and testified that on July 12 he was 
in the Gurdwara, where he resided, 
when the Mahja’ party of the Sikh 
community wero holding a meeting 
“for fighting.” ‘This meeting was 
held in the service hall, and» mem- 
bers of the Doaba Parly ‘were 
also allowed to attond, Witness 
slated that he saw Indar ‘Singh, one 
of the defendants, draw a line on the 
Mloor, and then one of the Indians 
named “Hazara Singh, and tho| 
Granthi, Dalip. Singh, ‘said to the 
others “Do not worry. IC anybody 
loses their job, or gets any damage, 
they will be repald.” 


40 Men Willing to Dle 

Indar Singh then requested those 
who were willing to die to eross the 
Hine, and about 40-45 ‘men did so. 
‘Afterwards, the party of men stationed 
themselves in front of a shop close 
to the Gurdwara, and drank wine 
‘and soda. They then took up sticks, 
and departed in two lorries in the 
direction of North Szechuen Road. 
‘Witness identified seven of those who 








were among the men he saw on 
‘July 12, 
‘Me, Diamond, (in eross-cxamina- 


tion);—Do you practice your religion? 
<I cannot striclly follow my religion. 

T try to follow it, but 1 cannot, 

Do you visit the Gurdwara to wor- 
ship on a Sunday?—Yes, 1 go there. 

Witness stated that he did not go 
there on this Sunday because he had 
some business to do, On being asked 
the nature of this busines, he 
replied that he remained in his 
house all day, and in the evening he 
had to go for a walk. He later 
stated that he did go to the Gurd- 
wara, but did not join in the service, 
fas he could hear the address from 
iis room in the building, He looked 
down on the service. through the 
window in front of the granthi's 100m. 
Asked why he did not join in the 
prayers on the Sunday in question, 
he replied that he was already In- 
side the Gurdwara and could bow 
‘as many times as he liked. 
‘Summing up on Aug. 28, Mr, Diamond 

said that he wished to refer to the fact 
that a large number of witnesses in 
the ease wore probably accomplices. 
[Unless their evidence was corroborat- 
‘od by the evidence of independent 
witnesess, It was not suMlciently well 
founded o be rolied upon. With ro- 
gard to Mr. Rocks’ ellents, their 
‘evidence was open to very grave sus- 
picion. By the nature of their de- 
ence, they were bound to give evid- 
‘ence against his own clients. 
There were a number of witnesses 
who said that they had seen all of 
his elients at the scene of the affray. 
[They could not, however, say where 
the individual’ men were standing. 
The evidence of Hari Singh, (cited 
as managing director of the New 
‘Sikh Store), was absolutely unreli- 
fable. According to his story, he was 
upstairs, and was frightened by the 
disturbance. In spite of this, he ran 
out onto the verandah of the build~ 
ing, in full view of the riolers. Being 
the’ managing director of the shop, 
he was standing at the door like 
Horatius holding the fort.

Jot the defendants, Mr. Diamond said 
that witnesses in the case had chosen 
Jaman who was already “down” and 
had tried to “down” him still further 
jin order that the court might believe 
their story. It was extremely dim- 
Jcull In a ease of this sort, concluded 
Mr. Diamond, where so "many les 
were told, to ascertain what was the 
truth, ‘There might be doubt sur- 
}rounding some of his clients who were 
innocent. 

Mfr. Recks said that there were 
certain facts that stood out incon- 
festibly in this case. Two lorries 
went to the Gurdwara, picked up 
Jsome Indians, and took them to Mil- 
Ter Road. ‘Those who were assaulted 
called for aid, whistles were blown 
Jand the police arrived very shortly 
afterwards. Those who were there 
when the police arrived belonged to 
fone party only, the Sursingh party, 
‘while others were found wounded in 
the street. ‘The only evidence to the 
Jcontrary. was that of tho Japanese 
police constable, and his story was 
absolutely unbelievable. 

Every Indian arrested subsequently 
belonged to a party other than the 
Sursingh party, which was an extra 
Jordinary co-incidence. It was the old 
story, of the “last hen across the’

British Troops to Be Gradually Withdrawn 


London, Aug. 20. 
A new era in the relations between | 
Great Britain and Egypt was ushered 
in to-day when the Anglo-Egyptian 
‘Treaty recently concluded in Cairo 
was signed. ‘The ceremony _took| 
place in the historle Locarno Room 
of the Forelgn Office. Mr. Anthony 
Eden, the Foreign Secretary; Lord 
Halifax, Lord Privy Seal; Sir John 
‘Simon,’ the Home Secretary; | Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald, Lord President| 
of the Council; and’ sir Miles Lamp- 
son, High Commissioner for Egypt| 
‘and the Sudan, signed on behalf of 
the Brilish Government, while all the 
thirteen Egyptian delegates, “headed 
by the Premier, Nahas Pasha, who 
arrived here on ‘Sunday for the pur- 
pose, affixed their signatures to the 
Aocument on behalt of Egypt, 

‘The ‘Treaty was the beginning of a 
new stage in Anglo-Egyptian rela~ 
tions, declared Mr. Eden in a brief 
speéch after the signing ceremony 
It was, he added, a pledge and an 
instrument for future collaboration. 

In reply, Nahas Pasha described 
{ho ‘Treaty’ as a symbol for Britain| 
‘and Eeypt to show themselves ty the 
world as two equal friendly countries 
united under the sign of free co- 
operation and sincere alliance. 

‘The Egyptian delegation included 
three ex-Premiers—Mahmud Pasha, 
Sldky Pasha, and Abdel Yehia Pash.

London, Aug. 26, 

‘That Great Britain is exchanging a 
vassal for an ally in Egypt with the 
signature ofthe Anglo-Bgyptian treaty 
Is the consensus expressed here to-day. 
‘The execution of the treaty will, in ad- 
dition, strengthen Britain's military 
‘and naval position in the Mediter 
ranean, it is felt. This fact is con 
sidered ‘highly significant in view of 
the recent Italian threat of domina~ 
tion of Great Britain's “life line” to 
India ond the Far East. 

In addition to the terms previously 
announced, the pact provides that 
Great Britain. shall withdraw her 
troops from Egypt on the “install 
ment plan” as a concession to Egyptian 
Nationalist sentiment, shifting the 
prineipal garrison to the Suez Canal 
Zone. 

‘An international conference will be 
held at Cairo during the coming 
winter, according to the terms of the 
treaty, to discuss the abolition of the 
mixed courts and the returning to 
Egypt of full judicial authority over 
forelgners, ‘The final provision of the 
pact is that Egyptians will be allow- 
ed to emigrate to the Sudan and to 
‘own property, as well as taking an 
fetive share in the government of 
the Sudan which has been confined 
to Great Britain heretofore—United 
Press.

White Paper Issued 
London, Aug. 26. 

‘Termination of the military occu- 
pation of Egypt by British forces and 
the establishment of an alliance be- 
tween the two countries are, stipu- 
lated by the Anglo-Egyptlan Treaty 
signed on Wednesday in the historic 
Locarno Room of the Foreign Office, 
the text of which was published to- 
day In the form of a White Paper. 

‘The new pact will not be ratified 
by Great Britain until it has been 
discussed by Parliament, while it is 
expected that ratification by Egypt 
will not take place until November. 

Following tho exchange of ratlfica- 
tions and the registration of the new 
pact at Geneva, a number of matters 
will arise, including the question of 
Feypt's admission tothe Lesgue, of 
Natlons, which Great Britain has 
agreed to support. 

‘The treaty consists of sixteen 
articles and is accompanied by an 
‘agreed minute of Interpretation, by 
Notes exchanged concerning various 
matters, and by a separate conven- 
tion relating to immunities and pri- 











vileges to be enjoyed by British 
forces in Egypt. 

‘The pact will continue in force for 
a period of 20 years, after which, if 
either party so request, both will 
negotiate with a view to revising its 
terms by an agreement in the light 
of then existing circumstances. Ne-

FAIL TO PLEASE 


“Least Distinguished England] 
Has Ever Produced” 


London, Aug. 28, 

Opinion in Great Britain on the 
rst issues of King Edward VIIT 
stamps, which’ will be on sale on 
Tuesday in denominations of %d., 
1%, and 24d, differs very widely, 
Here are the comments of a few notod 
sculptors and artists:— 

Mr. Eric Gill, sculptor and en- 
graver:—"The lettering Is bad, and 
the background is foolish. 

Mr. Charles Wheeler, AR.A:—"An 
artist ought {0 have been consulted," 

‘Mr. Augustus John, R.A., President 
of the Royal Cambrian Academy:-- 
“Perfectly awful; bad photography 
and no design.’ 

Mr. Henry Rushbury, ARA:-"Tho 
Jeast distinguished England has ever 
produced.” 

‘The opinion of the _man-in-the- 
street varies from “plain but good- 
looking” to “the King looks as if he 
is beheaded." An American visitor 
‘alone has spoted a vital omission, 
namely, that there is nothing on the 
stamps to show from what country 
they come. 

The stamps are of the same size 
and the same rich colours as the 
existing issue, The head of His Ma- 
jesty, which is the dominating fea- 
ture, is displayed on a shaded back- 
ground, the tone of which deepens 
towards the left, to which the King’s 
hhead is looking. "The denomination is 
indicated in white plain figures in the 
top left-hand corner, and is balanced 
fon the right-hand top corner by @ 
Crown in tone corresponding to the 
shading. The word “Postage” is in 
plain lettering horizontally across the

and Northern and Scottish Airways. 
Ils authorized and issued capital is 
£245,240, British Continental Air- 
ways, also formed last year, is back- 
ed by important London insurance 
interests. 

British Airways holds the govern- 
‘ment subsidy for mail services be- 
‘tween England and Scandinavia, 
novel point in the agreement being 
that the company binds itself to in- 
roduce as soon as possible after 
June 1 next year new British alr- 
liners, now in course of development, 
which will éruise at more than 200 
miles an hour, It began this week 
the carriage of mails by night over 
the route, under a joint arrangement 
with the Swedish company A.B. 
Aerotransport, whereby for the pres- 
‘ent it hands’ over British mails at 
Hanover and receives there in return 
mails from Seandinavia for England. 
Later the British and Swedish com- 
anles wilt work over the entire route 
cn citernate nights. 

In the nine months ended June 30 
the British Airways’ fleet completed 
7,002 fights on regularly scheduled 
services and covered 943,248 miles, 
Flights that were delayed or not 
completed were very few; on the 
London-Malmo-Stockholm route the 
service has worked with 100 per 
cent. regularity since its opening on 
March 17, 

Both of the merging companies are 
{interested jn the future alrmall ser- 
viee between London and South 
‘America, Five tenders for that ser- 
vice have buen submitted to the Air 
Ministry, two of them by British 
Airways and British Continental Air- 
ways. The amalgamation plainly 
strengthens the eempanies in thelr 
elaime, 

‘Acro Engine Advance 


Remarkable results have been at- 
tained by the Bristol engine designers 
in augmenting the output and re- 
ducing the weight of the Pegasus and 
Mercury air-cooled radial engines, by 
means of Improved design, new light 
‘alloys, and fuels which do not det- 
conate’so readily as those of the past. 

‘The Mercury VII highly super- 
charged engine, which will be in- 
stalled in the Blenheim twin-engined 
bomber and the Gloster Gladiator 
single-seat fighter, delivers nearly 200 
hp. more than its immediate fore- 
runner. Pegasus engines in service 
with the Royal Air Force develop 
up to 780 hp.; the new Pegasus XX, 
now on order, gives out no less than 
925 hp. at-a height of 10,000 feet| 
above sea-level. 

‘The new fuels, technically known 
as "87 octane” (the number gives a 
measure of the antl-knock or de- 
tonation-free qualities of the fuel) 
has enabled designers to adopt higher 
compression ratios. 

During the past twelve months the 
company's engine development de- 
partment has completed more than 
1,500 hours. of continuous overload 
testing of Mereury and Pegasus eng- 
ines at horsepower outputs averaging 
5 per cent. in excess of the maximum 
‘outputs normally permissible for not 
‘more than five minutes at a time. 

‘The Pegasus XX motor, which is 
to be mounted in the Vickers Wel- 
lesley “general purpose” monoplane 
provides 830 hp. for take-off at sea- 
level, and- 820 hp. is still available 
when the aeroplane is climbing at a 
height of 9,000 feet. ‘The maximum 
all-out power—225 hp. at 10,000 fect 
‘is produced with the engine ru 
ning at 2,600 revolutions a minute. 
With this power plant, the already 
high performance of the Wellesley 
first completely “geodetic” aeroplane 
and ordered in considerable numbers 
for the Royal Air Foree—is consid 
ably enhanced.

Australian plans to stabilize the 
marketing of primary products have 
been gravely disorganized by an ad- 
jverse decision of the Privy’ Council 
in what is generally referred to as 
‘the *James case." By virtue of that! 
decision, legislation by the Common-| 
‘wealth Government and the various 
[State Governments to control trade 
jextending Leyond State boundaries 
has been declared unconstitutional, 
and powers elaimed by the Common-| 
wealth have been seriously eurtalled,| 
Ino more than the control of mar- 
keting were Involved, the problem 
Jeould be solved without especial dlf- 
jeulty, but the constitutional com- 
plieations strike at the very founda-| 
‘ions of State autonomy. South Aus 
tralia, Western Australia and Tas- 
mania are jealcus of the Common- 
wealth Government's encroachment} 
‘on State rights, and hesitate tos 
render further’ powers to. the Com- 
Jmonwealth to "control marketing, 
‘through fear that It might establish, 
= precedent for eneroachment In 
other directions, 

‘The present development originated 
‘out of the adoption of State legis! 
thon in 1925 to regulate the market 
{ng of various primary products. ‘This 
regulation has’ never applied to the: 
staple exports, wool and wheat, but 
hhas operated ‘beneficially in respect 
of the lesser primary industries, 
[Similar regulation of wheat market- 
Ing has been considered by the Gov- 
Jernment, but nothing ean be done 
juntil the exact significance ot the 
"James case” has been determined by 
the Premiers’ Conference next month, 


Not for “Dumping” 

‘The regulations adopted in 1925 
were in no sense designed to facilitaie 
dumping in foreign markets. The 
objective was the stabilization of 
prices in the home market at levels 
that would ensure a reasonable 
turn to the producer. Australian pro- 
duction of primary products. greatly 
fexceeds local consumption. ‘The local 
marke being more profiable to the 
producer than the export trade, was 
[consequently subject to periodic guts 
that caused instability of prices, and 
threatened to drive local prices down, 
‘to the same level as the return to 
the produzer from the export, trade. 
'To prevent this, the States, by legisla- 
tion, set up authorities to fx quotas 
ealeulated {o meet the requirements 
of the home market. ‘The residue of 
[production then had to be exported, 
‘usually at a lower return to the pr 
ducer. 

South Australian producer of dried 
iruits, Mz, James defied the regul 
ions, and exported his residue to 
/Syéney for sale In the New South 
‘Wales market. He claimed this w 
justified by Section 92 of the Com- 
onweaith, Constitution, which states 
that—. 
































be absolutely free. 

It is pethaps as well to explain that 
the powers of the Commonwealth are 
defined by: the Constitution, Tt can 
legislate only in respect of powers 
expressly conferred upon it by the

Decision Upheld

It is now considered advisable to 
repair this deficiency, and an appeal 
hhas been made for additional volun- 
teers, in some quarters the resump- 
ion of the system of compulsory 
{training has been advocated, and this 
Was supported at the lant conference 
of the Returned Soldiers League, The 
Government, however, considers that 
the volunteer sysiem should be given 
a further trial, and Sir Archdale 
‘quashed rumours to the contrary by 
issuing an offcial statement that 
there ‘was no intention of abandon- 
ing the militia, 

‘The essential weakness of a yoluns 
teor system lies in the fact that most 
Australians regard war ag an_In- 
tolerable Interference with the more 
fruitful pursuits of peace. ‘They have 
no desire to wage war on any other 
country, and are disinclined to. be- 
come embroiled in conflicts that do 
not coneern them, However, the fall 
ure of the League of Nations. in 
dealing with the war in Abyssinia 
hhas convinced them of the need for 
adequate powers of self-defence, and 
the Government's policy of strength- 
ening the army, navy and alr force 
is approved by’ all sections of the 
‘community, and there is little doubt 
that the appeal for additional volun- 
teers will meet with a satisfactory 
response, 

















New Meat Agreement 


During his recent visit to England

Apart from the preferential treat 
‘ment now assured, Australia le ina 
‘much better position to compete with 
‘meat exporls from the Argentine 
ssinee the problems of chilling meat 
fon the longer voyage from Australia 
have been solved. .A number of new, 
fast ships, specially equipped for th 
chilled meat trade, have been com- 
nissioned on the Australian run, and 
‘with the improving market every 
effort is being made to raise the al- 
ready high standard of Australian 
cattle. 

Great importance is now attached 
to the Australian ment trade, Vast 
Jareas of the continent are better 
sulted {o cattle than to sheep raising, 
‘and are too remote from the coast 
for dairying to be practicable. Meat 
exporting on a large scale offers the 
fonly promising means of seltting 
these areas, and this particularly ap- 
plies to the northern parts of the 
Continent, where increased popula- 
tion is desiced. 


Nearer the coast the dairy indus 
try is well established, though it has 
jjust passed through a rather dry 
[season in all States. One unfortunate 
effect of this has been inability. to 
Jeope with large orders for butter 
from the Netherlands, a market Aus 
tralia is anxious to. develop, 

‘The same dry period also threatened 
the Victorian wheatlands, and sowing 
was seriously delayed. At the erueial 
‘moment good rains relieved the poste 
tion, and steady fatls throughout the 
last’ few months have practically ase 
sured bountiful harvest. This. is 
Hood news for the farmer as the 
Wheat markets are buoyant in con 
sequence of the disastrous droughts 
in Canada and the United States.

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AMERICA A SECOND “SAHARA?” 


Farmlands Ravaged by Drought, Heat, Fires, Dust 
Storms, Grass-Hoppers and Other Pests 
Prout Oom Own Comaronsie 


Washington, Aug. 2. 

Mankind hos on many’ occasions 
and in many places abused the soil 
which nourished him, has taken no 
care of it, treated it as the everlast- 
ing source of his wealth, and the soil 
has had its revenge. There are for- 
gotten cities in the Gobi, buried 
civilizations in the Sahara, crumbling 
ruins in Asia Minor, all’ of which 
teach the lesson that land cannot be 
treated roughly and thoughtlessly as 
@ slave but with consideration as a 
partner, 

In the United States to-day that 
lesson has been learned, but has it 
been learned too late?’ Will future, 
years see the formation of a vast 
central Sahara, driving the Middle 
Western farmer back to the over- 
erowded Atlantic seaboard from 
which he came, or pushing him on 
towards the Pacifle? In considering 
the drought problem of the United 
States, one fluctuates between two 
extremes. Is one being too imagina- 
tive and letting fancy run riot in 
picturing so great a disaster? Or is 
‘one refusing to recognize a possibil- 
ity merely because it is so strange 
{hat one does not want to recognize 

Experts themselves disagree. Mr. J. 
B. Kincher, chief of the division’ of 
the weather bureau which studies 
climate and its effects on crops, is 
optimistic, This year’s warm wea 
ther, he says, Js the continuation of a 
cycle which has been in evidence for 
@ quarter of a century. Befler wea- 
ther will probably prevail next year 
and the United States will enter a 
cycle of wet years. There is no 
reason to believe that the climate is 
changing permanently or that cutting 
down forests or ploughing up plains 
has any influence on climate’ and 

Il, Its influence on the soil is, 
a different matter. If Mr 
ier is right, then what was once 
‘grass land could, if the soil were 
properly treated’ become grass land 
‘once again and could even be farmed 
if the right methods, such as crop 
rotation, were adopted,

Blunt and to the Point

‘The devastating droughts of 1930 
1934, and 1999 may in the long ru 
be considered a biessing in disguise, 
for they have called attention to th 
existence of a soil conservation prob- 
lem, ‘The race is now on between 
erosion and conservation, and the 
prize is the future of thie United 
States.

care 2f Itself. Ask the Eastern farm- 
er what he thinks of his brother in 
the Middle West. He will probably 
‘call him a soil robber, not a true 
farmer. He has no pigs, no garden, 
no chickens; nothing but his cash 
crop, He does not even try to feed 
his family from his land. He sells 
his crop and buys food in cans. He 
wastes his money on expensive Iuxu- 
ries, on radios and ears, instead of 
on’ improvements. He borrows! 
lavishly and gets into debt, and then 
‘eries out for his debt to be' lightened, 
He has to be paid for doing what 
‘any self-respecting farmer would do 
naturally and instinetively, for plant 
ing crops which benefit the soll as 
well as rob it. 
But whoever is to blame the situa- 
tion remains, ominous and menacing. 
‘Over 200,000 families are dependent 
‘upon relict. At a recent press con- 
ference the President said that there 
‘were 570,000 farms in the emergency 
zone, on which 2,718,000 people were 
living. Recent rains brought relief 
and prevented the damage from being 
fs serious as in 1934, but in many 
places it eame too late to save the 
crops. Drought, heat, grasshoppers 
‘and other pesis, fires, and dust 
storms have left the farmer in a hope- 
Tess situation. Seventy-five ‘Thou- 
sand farmers have been handed picks 
‘and shovels and given work under 
government supervision on soil. con- 
servation projects and cart tracks. 
Another 70,000 are being given direet 
relief and another 50,000 part relief. 




















Dust Bowls Form 


‘Two big dust bowls have formed 
in the United States, one on its 
northern border in North and South 
Dakota, another to the south in 
Kansas, Oklahoma and ‘Texas. The 
Tands may be saved if soil conserva: 
tion work and. intelligent farming 
are helped by a succession of rainy 
years but many families will con 
Uinue to live on the border-line of 
poverty. As many as can be helped, 
‘and are willing to be helped, will be 
‘aided In settling elsewhere. 

What effect will the drought have 
fon the elections? Will the farmer, 
grateful for the aid which the Roose- 
velt administration has given him, 
vole for the President. Or will he, 
as he looks at his wasted crops, turn 
against a government which preached 
the need of crop reduction. Will he 
feel that perhaps the plagues which 
have beset him were due to Divine 
anger at the efforts of man to curb 
the processes of nature? The farmer 
is often a religious fundamentalist 
‘and this viewpoint is widely adopted.

Crop Control 

Another question is what effect will 
the drought have upon the govern 
‘ment's agricultural philosophy. Will it 
‘convince them that crop conirol Cox 
‘opposed to soll conservation) is un- 
workable? The Supreme Court threw 
cut the A.A.A, but the government 
Still hopes. to ‘establish a series of 
States or “Little AAAs” and carry 
ut the original ideas of the A.A.A. 
Even this year the Government is 
paying $40,000,000 to those farmers 
who agreed to cut down acreage. 
‘The chief contribution from the Go 
ernment to the farmers is, however, 
the $440,000,000 voted by’ Congress 
for the encouragement of “soil con- 
servation.” Farmers who get the 
‘money must promise to shift their 
crops from corn and wheat to grasses, 
falfatfa and clover. 

‘About the only thing certain about 
the efforts of the Administration for 
the past four years is that control of 
agricultural production has not yet 
had a chance to be tested. Weather 
‘did the controlling in a much more 
drastic manner than anything plan- 
ned by the government. People are 
asking if crop control is possible when 
the biggest determining factor in

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WESTERN CANADA’S PROSPECTS 


Estimate of Only 44 Per 


Montreal, Aug. 1. 
Western Canada is now faced by 
lcrop prospects for this year which 
Jean be characterized as nothing less 
‘than disastrous. A wheat crop that 
{three weeks ago, when the blistering 
heat was at its worst, was estimated 
to yield about 76 per cent. of a normal 
year’s harvest, now has deteriorated 
fo such an extent that one careful 
estimate places the yield at 44 per 
cent. of normal. Even now, refresh- 
ing rains would be helpful, for the 
heat seems to have passed; but they 
jcould do no more than improve the 
Jerops slightly, and bring ‘back life 
to the parched pasture lands, 
‘The fifth progress report of the sea- 
Json, which has just been issued by 
the’ Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
lays stress on the extreme gravity of 
‘the situation, with particular refer= 
ence to the province of Saskatche- 
wan, ‘The report states:— 

Crop prospects continued to destine 
in_‘Saskatchewan during’ the past 
Week, particularly “in the southern

the history of the province. 
Conditions in Manitoba and Alberta 
Jare little better, and in all three 
prairie provinces the future of the 
cattle herds is problematical. Dur- 
‘ng the past few days there have been 
suggestions that the Government 
should initiate two plans, First, that 
ja large number of the cattle should 
be slaughtered before they use up| 
more. of the scanty supply of feed, 
Jand that an arrangement should be 
made with the packing houses to take 
these animals over at a reasonable 
price; and second, that steps should 
be taken to move thousands of the 
jeattle to the more northern districts, 
where pastures have not been as 
seriously affected, 

Fortunately for the country as 1 
whole, conditions elsewhere are much 
more’ encouraging. In British 
Columbia, fine warm weather has 
Brought the crops along splendidly, 
Jand there is ample moisture for pres- 
Jent requirements. Indications» are 
that both field and fruit crops will be 
‘better than average. Rains over both 
JOntario and Quebec have revived the 
[parched flelds, and with the exception 
Jof a few districts, conditions are re- 
ported to be satisfactory. In Ontario, 
there was a serious loss to Bush frults, 
but the trees are sald to have stood 
up well. In Quebec, the hay crop 
was excellent, and only the corn tends 
to be somewhat backward. - Dalry 
Produce is being marketed in good 
volume, and frost damage of 1 
spring has not proven to be as serious 
Jas was expected. The Maritime pro 
vinces did not suffer from the drought, 
to any extent, and prospects are ex- 
cellent. Both field and fruit crops 
fare coming along well, and a good 
harvest is anticipated, 

Despite these brighter items it still 
remains a fact that when the Western 
‘wheat crop is a partial failure the 
‘whole country suffers. And this is 
even more emphatically true this 
year, following the long succession 
Jot bad years that the prairies have 
had. “Both private and Government 
assistance will be needed this 
Jautumn and winter to keep hundreds

Election Stalemate 





‘The provincial election in Manitoba 
hhas produced a stalemate, leaving 
Premier John Bracken and his 
Liberal-Progressive Government with 
only 22 seats out of the total of 55. 
[There are still a few doubtful seats, 
land {wo in which polling was deferred 
until August 21, but even if these 
were to be solid’ Liberal they would 
still not give the Premier an absolute 
majority, 

‘The rést of the seats are split up 
in such a way that the Opposition 
Eroups would have to. combine in 
order to defeat the Government, but 
this is small consolation. The Con- 
servatives have elected 18; Social 
Credit, 5; Co-operative Common: 
jwealth Federation, 4; Independents, 
3; and Communist i. And it is doubt- 
‘til to what extent’ any one of these 
groups would work either with the 
Government or with another Op- 
position group.

INCONSEQUENCES

‘Mr. George Wingrove Cooke in 
1857 was the Peter Fleming of his 
day. In other words, he made a 
visit to China as the ‘Special Cor~ 
respondent of “The Times” and| 
when he had got back to the placld 
atmosphere of No. 2, Brick Court, 
‘Temple, he obtained’ permission of 
Printing House Square to put his 
‘special correspondence together and 
reprint it in the form of a book 
entitled, quite simply, “China.” 
He arrived at the mouth of the| 
‘Whangpoo on July 31, 1857, on the 
Yellow Sea steamer Remi,’ and as 
‘he wrote his despatch on that day 
and finished it hastily to cateh the 
Formosa, which would take it back 
to England, he declared that he could | 
see the sacred island of Puto through 
his glasses and he was looking 
forward to early arrival at Woosung 
on the next day, so that he could 
proceed up the tiver to Shanghai, 
He kindly described the water of 
‘the Yangtze as “quite fresh, and 
with rich alluvial. soil.”

‘There is criticism of Shanghai 
asa port so productive to 
China that it drained English-

his readers, however, later on to| 
devote considerable Space. to ex- 
amination of the problem of work-| 
ing British manufactures into’

FUKIEN DRUG RACKETS NOT JAPANESE RUN

SEB Soast of, Fukien at Changrou, 
‘ou Nan Ch'iao, Yung Hslao, Chao 
‘An, Tung Shon,’ Quemey, Tou Mel, 
‘and Wu Yu, whence it is reshipped 
{in native junks to Amoy. “It ls dearer 
than Szechuen opium, wholesaling 
for $2.50 on ounce compared with 
$1.80. “But Red oplum yields 85 “pez 
gent, concentrated drug, - whereas 
Szechuen opium produces only 72% 
er cent. : for this reason nearly all 
this illegal opium Is made into mor- 
phine in seeret factories of southern 
Fukien. 

So much for the opium market, 
‘The sale of concentrated drugs is 
‘development of the last three years. 
and is spreading rapidly because 
‘morphine, heroin, and cocaine are 
‘more easily used'and leave no ear~ 
marks ‘on men in oMclal life who 
‘dread the stigma of oplum smoking, 

Heroin is smuggled into Amoy from. 
Formosa packed in tins weighing 184 
‘ounces each. ‘The Imports have risen 
from 300 to $00 tins in the past six 
months, which gives some Idea of the 
expanding market, The heroin habit 
Is as yet confined to the Amoy area, 
T inquired in more than a hundred 
‘opium shoos of Foochow, but was 
unable to buy any heroin or mor- 
phine; cocaine they offered to procure 
from a physician. As in Hopel the 
heroin is made Into three forms: (1) 
red pilis, (2) white flour, and (3) 
fanti-opium pill pills are 
smoked in a pipe, while the flour is 
generally inserted in a elgarette. ‘The 
Formosan heroin sells for §130 an 

‘(As T write this article on shipboard 
off the Fukien coast, there are three 
grey-uniformed national soldiers a 
‘most at my elbow giving me an un- 
solicited demonstration of how to 
smoke “pal mien” heroin.) 

Four Morphine Factorl 

Morphine, ar T mentioned before, I 
made from Persian opium in secret 
factories, ‘There are at present four 
known to the opium monopoly, located 
at An Hai, Hui An, Changchow, and 
‘Amoy. The fectory in Amoy hag just 
‘been ‘opened by Formosans, and its 
production is as yet unknown; but 
the other three factories combined 
are producing between 800 and 1,000 
pounds of morphine a month. Tt is 
very cheap, costing only $20 to $30 a 
pound: the principal users are Tick 
shawmen, 

Genuine medicinal cocaine Is not 
popular in Amoy because of its high 
cost, but on average of 300. tins, 
ach weighing 183% ounces and worth 
}$600 “apiece, are imported from 
Formosa or ‘Kobe for reshipment to 
the Chinese communities in the South 
Seas and Malaysia. 

‘There is a cocaine product, how- 
lever, which has recently become very 
opulur in southern Fukien. Tt is 0 
‘cheap. unrefined cocaine from For- 
‘mosa, imported legally with a Cus- 
toms duty of $4 a tin, and usually 
mixed with the locally made morphia, 
‘The present consumption exceeds a 
thousand tins a month, valued at $50 
each. The importation is made by 
physicians under fraudulent declara- 
tions for medicinal use, 

‘Thus 1 believe the conclusion is 
justiNed that the grave increase. in 
concentrated drugs must more than 
‘outweigh the steady decline in opium, 
‘and the tendency seems to be ine 
creasing. Numerous people report 
that Formosans are administering free 
morphine injections as a cure for 
‘opium, whieh would seem quite pos- 
sible in the light of the above statis- 
es. ‘The enly hopeful result of the 
Jdectine in oplum is the increasing 
jwillingness of the Government to 
suppress all drugs, beeause an ever 
smaller percentage of the profits is 
feceruing to the national treasury. NS 

ne would be willing to guarantee, 
wever, that the Lu ‘Tung Company. 
in Fuklen, nominally the national 
‘opium monopoly, Is not dealing in all 
forms of illegal drugs, 

Formosan Background

the Formasans, ‘The present For- 
mosans are descended from familles 
originally tiving in the | Amoy-

dead ‘are returned to Ching for burial. 
Thus a family may have ten members, 
‘of whom five are receiving Japanese

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HOKKAIDO, THE “REAL JAPAN” 


Quite Different from the Rest of the Country: Crater’ 
Lakes and Primavel Forests 
Fron A Conntsrowoext 


It is pity that Hokkaido, or the 
Northern Tsland of Japan, is so 1ittle 
Known to foreigners, for. many 
Japanese have told me frankly that 
they, consider , Hokkaido to be the 
“real Japan." “Tokyo, Ouaika, Kyoto, 
and the country around these great 
modernized cities" they say, “are no| 
longer typleal of the true ‘spirit of 
‘Nippon. “If you want to see our pes 
ple at their best come to Hokkaido: 

Certainly Hokkaido, very much ‘in| 
the public eye this season owing to| 
the proposed visit of the Emperor for 
the first time in fifty years, is quite 
different from the rest of Japan. It 
has pasture lands reminiscent of Eng! 
ish meadoxs, mountainous regions| 
ke Switzerland and National “parks 
with geysers, volcanoes and "trout 
streams like Canada and the United: 
States, Even zoologically it belongs; 
to a different sub-region from Japan| 
Proper and differs in most of its 
characteristics from the main Island, 

‘A temperate summer climate, beau 
tiful scenery. good fishing and, in 
winter, excellent skiing, would make 
Hokkaido an ideal ‘holiday » resort 
were it more accessible and a litte| 
more comfortable for travellers. But 
living conditions, except in Sappor 
the capital, are still primitive. "Di 
tances are great, trains are slow, 
ronds are bad, English is tittle 
understood, One must live entirely 
4 ta Japonaise and most westerners 
find a breakfast of soup and bean- 
curd discouraging. 

Tf, from the point of view of com- 
fort, Hokkaido has all the defects of 
@ new country, It has also the 
‘qualities of a new country. Few It 
any old temples or monuments exist 
ut the people are honest and in- 
ependent. Sapporo is aid out on 
the lines of a modern American town 
with wide streets, parks and. play 
grounds because it is only about 
‘seventy years old. ‘Twenty miles be- 
yond its suburbs one may drive 
‘through primmval forest on a semi- 
motor road which a few ye 
will probably develop in 
mraded highway. 


Startling Contrasts 


Indeed, throughout Hokkaldo con- 
trasts are startling. On distant 
‘mountain lakes motor bosts are found 
fitted with old Ford engines, Break- 
Gowns are frequent, but Japanese 
travellers have plenty of patience, 
On one occasion when a man who 
described “himself as “engineer with 
ttle English” informed us “This 
motor boat can not go. She is not| 

the whole group of expectant 
passengers calmly walted wo hours 
‘on the shore for the motor's con- 
valescence, without the least signs of 
frettulnes 

In the Ainu villages, the huts of| 
these peaceful aborigines are invaded 
by parties of school boys oF railway 
employees conducted by a Japanese 
fulde to learn thelr “ancient cus-| 
toms.” 

‘At Hakodate, the usual port of 
entry “(by ferry from the main 
fsland), there are fine wharves, but 
no decent hotels since a great fire 
several years ago destroyed halt the 
town. 

Tt is a beautiful elty, from the! 
scenic point of view, built at the 
foot of a great rock’ erowned by a 
fort, and. therefcre often called the 
"Gibraltar of Japan.” but except for 
the viow of its wonderful bay, there 
is nothing of interest in Hakodat 
Even our taxi driver, evidently’ 
product of the “great open spaces’ 
if une might fudge by hig free-and- 
sasy manners and his, costume, con- 
sisting of a singlet, dirty khaki trous- 
tra and wooden clogs that licked 
as he manipulated his brakes, re- 
marked, “You can sce the whole of 
this town inten minutes unless you 
want 10 £0 to one of the two Trap- 
ppist monasteries. The women’s mon- 
Astery will be two yen fifty’s worth 
of driving and you will not be per~ 
mitted {9 enter when you reach it 
‘The men’s monastery will be a ten 
yen drive and in addition an hour's 
{rip by small steamer where the sea 
Sg always rough.” We declined to 
visit either and asked him to go 
Instead to a shop where we might 
buy some of the famous Trappist 
cheese. "Sorry," the shop assistant 
said, “we have no male cheese to-d 
Will you take female cheese instead”? 
By all means. What does sex. ap- 
peal matter in cheese? We learned 
ater that the female cheese is made 
by. the nuns from goat's milk, the 
male by the monks from cow's mill. 










































Lovely Lake Region 
Not far {rom Hakodate Is a region 
called ‘"The Lakes." now tured into 
4 mitional park: Here “are Uhree| 
fovely, deep Diue, crater lakes, two| 
thems connected bya. narrow 
fe over which 9 railway runs 
heir shores are lad out as gardens 
find some of the pleturesque. islets, 
dotted with pines and luxuriant ferns, 


ge connected by lacquer bridges. 
To our surprise, two large bronze 
statues of Admital Togo and General 
‘Oyama, rise up out of the wilder- 
ness, looking utterly incongruous. 

‘A spectacular voleano, -Koma-ga- 
take, overlooks the lake.” It is still 
very much alive and not always = 
comfortable neighbour, as the villag- 
ers who live on the’ mountain side 
know to thelr cost. Less. than ten 
years ago a big eruption which sent 
them hurrying across the lake for 
safety altered the whole lip of the 
‘eraler and denuded one slope of all 
its beautiful trees. Since then Koma- 
fa-take has been known locally as 
“Burning Mountain.” 

‘The whole of Hokkaido is dotted 
with voleanoes, both dead and alive. 
Beautiful Lake Toya, with its sur-| 
Founding forests filled with singing 
birds, was seriously threatened in 
1910 by a violent eruption of Usu-dake, 
the nearest voleano, which rises De- 
tween the lake snd the sea shore, 

Nobori-betsu, the fashionable Japan- 
ese spa which ties at the head of 
beautiful wooded valley, boasts 
crater just behind ‘its best hotel, 
8 crater which presents a weird 
Spectacle of voleanie energy. Divided 
‘by a wall of rock into two parts. 
this erater has.a floor covered’ with 

aming fumeroles, miniature geysers| 
and pools of seething grey \ slime. 
Towering above it are perpendicular 
red cliffs edged with "green trees. 
‘The vivid greens, blues and brilliant 
yellows that streak the rocks, and 
‘the fantastic shapes of lava cones, 
‘combine to make this crater one of| 
the finest sights of its kind. Notice 
boards set up by the government 
warn people where It Is safe to walle 
‘and where the volcanic crust is 
thin, and local photographers are al- 
ways ready to snap tourists against 
‘a Background of hissing steam jets 
‘oF boiling sulphur springs. 


A Natlonal Park 


Even more beautiful are the vol- 
jeanle peaks and lakes of the wild 
‘Akan Natlonal Park, newly opened 




















to the public. Here’ one might well 
Imagine oneself in Switzerland or 
even the American Rockies, for the 
outstanding features of this district, 
‘In the wildest and extreme north- 
feastern part of Hokkaid: 
snow-capped peaks,

ifeent forests, 
For thote who do not mind routh 
Jaccommodation, Akan Park is well 
‘worth a visit since It eaters to all 
fastes. Botanists will find rare plants 
‘and Alpine flowers: swalkers mi 
follow endless trails through the 
woods: skiers and skaters may enjoy 
clear ice and. peritous slopes: sports- 
men can stil! shoot bear and fisher- 
men catch salmon trout in plenty; 
Dut company there Is none, ‘except 
for a few Ainus living in miserable 
fhuts on the shores of the Takes. 

Far removel from elvilization, 
pushed back into this tast wilder 
ness, these gentle aborigines eke out 
‘a miserable livelihood by hunting and 
fishing. One hears them morning and 
evening singing thelr mournful songs 
as they Taunch thelr —boats—the 
pathetic laments which a Japanese 
writer describes as “suggestive of the 
racial extinction of which they are 
on the brink.” 

Perhaps the greatest of all the 
contrasts which give one such a thrill 
}when travelling through Hokkaido is| 
‘the abrupt transition from a wilder- 
ness like Akan, to Sapporo, with its 
fine foreign hotel, its. neighbouring 
orchards cultivated according to the 
most modern methods, and its Gov- 
‘ernment experimental farms. 

‘As far back 25 1868, the first of 
‘these farms was started under Ameri- 
ean management. Nowadays there 
fare several entirely run by the 
Japanese themselves. The magnificent] 
horse-breeding establishment has im: 
ported Anglo-Norman and Percheron| 
sires which are hired out to the 
farmers to improve the local breed. 
These stains “are kept "In ‘Gne 
modern stables, each with a window| 
in his stall and a private paddock 
opening off it. No mares or foals| 
were to be scen, but the oversee: 
explained to us that “the ladies and| 
children are absent now on the hill-|

Cattle Farming 

‘On the cattle farm we saw over 
thirty Ayshire ond Holstein. bulls. 
The finest, a superb black and whit, 
was imported, they told us, "from 
‘America at a cost of G$6.500 at a 
time when gold meant gold. A fine 
Jmodern dairy was selling milk and 
Butter at cost prices, as the govern. 
‘ment wishes to. teach the people to| 
jinclude these in a national diet st 
present known to be lacking in fats.|

valence of bamboo grass, are also | 
being bred in’ Hokkaido.’ Potatoes,

is less suited. 

‘Small experimen‘al farms are being| 
established near some of the larger 
villages but these are not proving 
the success expected because although 
the teacher, assisted by artificial ter- 
tilizers, can grow wonderful <rops, 
‘the fatmers are too poor to profi 
by his example. Land-holdings are| 
miserably small, an average of two| 
and a halt acres per family, and 
‘eighty per cent, of Hokkaido's'farm-| 
eS are said to be heavily in debt| 
bs apparently farmers. always are. 
The Government will doubtless do 
something to remedy this as soon as| 
it has time for the Japanese Govern- 
‘ment “neither slumbers nor sleeps, 
but keeps an ever-watchtul eye upon 
its people.” From the survey tripods 
marking the summits of the peaks| 
and the steel towers carrying power| 
wires over them, to the warning 
placards telling one where not {o| 
walk in eraters, and how far to swim 
out from beaches, every thing Is| 
supervised and planned to guard the| 
‘nation and inerease its eMiciency.

‘The visiting card may be in the 
form of a certain manner of entry (in 
‘the case of a burglar), a certain man- 
ner of approach (in’ the case of a 
Iriekster), or the crime itself may 
bbe unusual: the work of a specialist 
‘lone in his particular eld. 

Criminals usually stick to'a certain 
type of crime. Pickpockets, for in- 
stanee, do not turn to kidnapping or 
fraud: they adhere to the one enter- 
Prisg for which they have trained 
themselves, 

Because criminals are creatures of 
hhabit (ike all other members of the 
Face) every large police force in the 
World has ‘a modus operandi section 
which classifies habitual wrongdoers 
‘and makes it easy to recognize It 
when they have been at work. In 
the Shanghai Municipal Police’ this 
activity sa division. of the Crime 
Branch, and through the courtesy of 
Mr. 8." C. Young. ‘Deputy Commis- 














sioner, a “North-China Dally News” 
reporter was permitted yesterday to 
investigate its workings. 

The “m. a” section identifies 


criminals by means of the methods. 
employed by them. Not only does it 
Ineip detectives to find the persons 
they want, but it also tends to perfect| 
charges against criminals already 
under arregt. A certain offender may| 
Insist that he has never been arrested 
before, yet the index system will 
rove him to have committed ‘the’ 
same crime. in the identical manner, 
many times "previously, On’ each 
eceasion he has put his personal chop 
fon the finished product! History re- 
eats itself. 


‘Many Kinds of Burglars 

‘Take burglaries in the Settlement, 
for instance. Burglars usually. will 
employ the same method of entry— 
Glimbing, cutting. digging. breaking 
through ‘doors, through windows, re- 
moving shutters, ete—there are fotir- 
teen main divisions and about seventy 
subdivisions classifying » burglars in 
the files of the Municipal. Police. 
‘There are burglars who use rope, who 
use ladders which they find on the| 
bremises, who carry thelr own ladders| 
(cat burgla:s). There are those who 
rald the pantry and have a good feed 
before they leave thelr victim's house, 
And many other kinds of burgl 

‘Under the heading of frauds and 
larcenies by trick, there are about| 
‘thirty subdivisions. “Robberies are| 
classified according to the dialect of| 
the perpetrators, the mode of entry, 
and any peculiarities exhibited. 

Counterfeiters and coiners also have 
thelr distinguishing marks, which are 
minutely deseribed in the records. 

“Specialists” are those who go after 
a certain kind of loot and no other.

‘There aro 
comparatively few such criminals in 
‘Shanghai.

‘and careful and reliable supervision 
it it fs to be, as it should be, both 
Jemcient and economical, 

‘As the result of ‘step-by-step revi- 
sion over the last few years, the pro- 
‘cedure followed may now be said to 
have ‘reached this condition, anda 
brief account of it may be of Interest. 

‘Of the 163 miles of roads under 
the control of the Council, 149 are 
cleaned daily, as well as 35 miles of 
Public alleyways, 

‘Some 900 coolies are engaged in 
this work and as they are distributed 
all over the Settlement, and from the 
nature of their work ‘constantly on, 
the move, it would seem an easy 
‘matter for many of them to spend & 
large part of their day in a ten shop 
lor engaged in other work. 

‘The “Beat” System 

In reality, St is very difleult for 
any coolie to shirk his work, Each 
man is given a “beat for which he 
is responsible, the length of the beat 
depending on the population density 
land type of proy the shortest 
‘beat being 100 yards and the longest 
1,900 yards. 

They are mustered at the depots 
at $43 am, and each coolle is pro: 
vided with a bass broom, a bamboo. 
broom, a soft broom, a “fungky!" (or 
Jdust pan), a red coat and @ mackine 
tosh, 

His rst duty Is to see that all the 
footways on his “beat” are cleansed 
of dust and litter, everything being 
Jswept into the channel at the kerb 
side and collected there by sweeping 
with a bamboo broom. ‘This ‘work 
jwhich inevitably ‘raises some dust, 
has to be completed by 7.30 am. bo: 
fore the general public is al 

‘After this early cleansing, the 
ttter that collects throughout the day 
Jean be swept up by a soft. broom 
made of the soft hairy bark of the 
palm tree which raises no dust If 
Properly used, 

During the tiffin interval, 11 a.m, 
to 1 pm, relief coolies, from other 
‘work £0 organized as to provide them, 
jearry ‘on the cleaning until. the 
regular sweeping coolies return, After 
1 pam. the pavements are again swept 
‘with the bamboo broom followed by 
soft broom sweeping for the rest of 
the day. 

Tn wet weather the soft broom 
cannot be used and the hard bass 
bus conductors and has committed his 
‘thefts while on moving buses as well 
‘3 in the stations where conduetors| 
deposit their receipts. He is only. a| 
young man and when he finishes his 
goal term it ig not improbable that 
he will try working his “speclality” 
again. 

‘Under the heading of Larceny by 
‘Trick isa man. who abstracts, 
chromium-plated signs from Chinese 
shops on the pretence that he has 
been sent (o “clean and repair” them. 
He sells the chromium as serap metal, 
He perpetrated the crime four tines 

fore he was finally trapped by 
adherence to this type of theft, He| 
Is now serving a ten months sentence 
in the Ward Road Gaol. He d 
veloped his “sreciallty” after having 
been unsuccessful as a thief of the 
bogus workman variety. 

Sometimes a gang specializes in 
robbing a certain type of premises. 
Last year, for instance, the Police 
were able'fo connect band arrested 
for looting a wine-shop with four 
‘other wine-shop robberies, 


Other Specialities 


Under “specialists” also are listed 
]garage thieves, persons who take only 
telephone cable, motor-car batteries, 
motor accessories or electric fans, and 
hat thieves. ‘The hat grabbers agai 
are divided into classes according {0 
the localities in which they perpetrate 
their crimes. “One man, for instance, 
chose @ certain large theatre for his 
‘operations and when he was arrested 
eleven charges of stealing hats there 
‘were preferred against him. Others 
snatch hats from passengers in buses, 
tramears and trolley buses, from out- 
side, as the vehicles start.” This kind 
of theft, usually committed by boys 
with good running legs, naturally is 
not possible in winter when tram and 
bus ‘windows are closed, 

‘A fairly recent innovation is the|

Street Gullles 

‘These are cleaned of gully deposit 
by gangs, each of seven coolles and 
a foreman working with a motor tank 
lorry, and they, like the. alleyway 
sweepers, work ‘on a time’ schedule, 
so their position is known throughout 
the day. 

‘There are nearly 14,000 street 
eullies in the area and 050 are clean- 
Jed every day. 

Every” gully is, therefore, cleaned 
Jonce in three weeks, It is hoped 
almost to halve the cost of this work, 
as it has been found possible to make 

alteration in the street gully, when 
situ, which will double is eapacity 
for deposit. 

Motor water wagons and mechan 
ical sweepers all work ona. time 
lschedule, More watering has beer 
done this summer to reduce the tem= 
perature of the asphalt roud surface 
which on hot days rises to over, 140 
Jdegrees Fahr, and gets sticky. Thie 
Is a pleasanter alternative to “sand- 
fing" which, though more permanent, 
Jereates dust 


Pavement Washing 



































‘This ts done by gangs working on 
Ja,time schedule and they wash about 
15 miles of pavement a day. 

‘The necessity for pavement wash- 
ing arises from the common habit of 
Jnose blowing and spitting which isn 
Hertile cause of “Shanghai throat” and 
Jother more serious diseases, 

Tho frequency and extent of pave- 
Jment washing are not easy to decide, 
[Areas of wet pavement on a fin 

are not agreeable to the eloth-shod

Jellies. pontoons, tram rails, tram

The abuse of the tools used by the 
coolles has been carefully guarded 
lagainst by determining the standard 
tife of every tool, from experience. 
The life varies slightly with the dizu- 
ness of the street, and the presence 
‘of hawkers or food shops, while the 
Jarea swept has but tittle effect, Rec~ 
fords are kept of all tools used on 
feach street and new tools are never 
{issued bofore expiry of the “standard 
life” without an enquiry asto whether 
this is the fault of the coolle, the 
make of the tool, or other speclat elr= 
Jcumstances, 

The striet carrying out of this pro- 
Jeedure has made possible great eco- 
omy in the annual cost of tools for 
street cleaning. 


Discarded Pistol 


‘The PWD. is sometimes called 
‘upon to find lost property, and wrist 
watches and keys discovered in. the 
road are often’ returned to their 
owners. Occasionally a bandit, fecl- 
Jing he would be. safer without i, 
drops his pistol on the road. Some 
hhalf dozen found in this way are 
hhanded over to the police every year.

they can secure Japanese protection. 
‘The first is to bribe a Formosan to 
lend the use of his name for some 
Chinese undertaking: this Formosan 
receives a monthly share of the pro- 
fits and in return affords protection 
to the business whenever the police 
interfere. The second method is the 
illegal acquiring of Formosan eltizen- 
ship papers by bribing Formosan 
notary publies to swear that the 
Chinese applicant is actually a re 
sident of a certain place in Formosa 
This last ‘practice is very common, 
‘though strietly speaking it is not « 
Japanese crime but Formosan. ‘The 
Fukien opium king, is among the 
large number of Fukienese who 
jseeured Japanese protection in this| 
way. 





‘The People's Nature 

‘The legal complication is worse 
confounded by the naturally rascally 
character of the people in the Amoy 
‘area, which can rationally be called 
‘a home of pirates. smugglers. kkid- 
appers, and ‘murderers. In Chinese 
history Foochow was famous for tea 
and Amoy for bandits. ‘Thus you 
have a criminally inclined population, 
a few of whom have acquired Japan- 
‘ese citizenship, and are now utilized 
by the entire population of Amoy az 
‘a shield for underworld activities. 

Take opium for example. Out of 
724 opium dens in Amoy, only 432 
are registered with the Japanese con-| 
sulate, yet every shop Is “displaying 
the sign “Japanese Hong” and claim-| 
ing Japanese immunity from police| 
Interference. In other words ‘there| 
‘are 293 opkim shops in Amoy which 
are really Chinese but are iNlegally| 
using Japanese protection, The police| 
are afraid to attempt any arrests be- 
cause they do not know which shops 
are really Formosans and which are 
not. If a man on the street is stopped 
bya policeman, and claims he is a 
Formosan, lie is immediately released 
vithout investigation, for fear of an 
incident”. ‘Thus anyone in Amoy 
can claim to be a Formosan without 
fear of detsction. 

In the circumstances it is hardly’ 
fair to blame the Japanese for the 
drug situation in Fukien. In the frst 
place the opium is all Chinese or 
smuggled by the Chinese from Hong. 
kong: and it is sold to the Formosan, 
shops by the national government 
‘opium monopoly. ‘The Formosans are| 
the willing seapegoats of the Gov- 
lernment’s irability to wipe out the 
‘opium trafic. In the second place 
the etimes for the entire Amoy dis 
frlet are heaped upon the 13,500 
genuine Formosans who are living 
there, simply to seoure immunity. 

















Japanese Unsympathetic 


‘The Japanese consular authorities 
have not been entirely sympathetic 
with the Formosans. ‘They recently 
closed every gambling house in the 
province (ail of which were naturally, 
‘exhibiting @ Japanese sign). One well 
known Japanese official declared that! 
0 per ‘cent. of the Formosans are 
criminals, and Japan would be only 
too glad 'to be rid of them all. ‘The 
Japanese consular service is to be 
‘censured. however, for not making 
more thorough investigations into the| 
applications for Formosan citizenship. 

In one racket at least the Chiness| 
have exceeded the Japanese. and 
‘under the sheltering wing of the Chi- 
nese police: that is prostitution. Tt! 
was recently stated in Shanghai that 
Amoy has G4 Japanese brothels con- 
taining 350 Formosan girls. Each girl 
pays a monthly tax of $0 to the 
Japanese consulate, which would be 
‘approximately $2,000 a month. All 
that is true, 


But the author of this statement 
had not heard that Amoy also has| 
1.200 Chineso prostitutes “and sing- 
song girls, divided into four classes, 
and paying monthly taxes varying’ 
from $4 to $14. This revenue totals 
$12,000 a month, which is nearly a 
third of Amoy's current budget. Tn 
1924 when business conditions were| 
better the prostitute tax produced 
319,000 a mouth, and was then nearly, 
two-thirds of the elty’s income. In 
‘the circumstances we hardly daco 
whisper about a few Formosan com-| 
petitors. 

‘There are numerous other rackets 
fn Fukien, such as blackmail. kid- 
napping. bus robbery, salt-smuggling, 
all Said to be exclusively Formosan, 
but no doubt quite similar to the| 
‘opium traie—a handful ot Formosans 
lending protection to hundreds —of| 
Chinese. All in all, the underworld| 
of Fukien is not so foreign as we| 
have been led to believe.

‘Thus 
bogan the idea of official censorship 
and it indicated that journalism in 
China was starting to prove vigorous 
‘and effective. The press was not the 
‘first instrument of publie criticism in 
China any more than in other cou 
tries, Ballads and epigrammatie verse 
demanded pride of place and Dr, Lin 
‘Yutang maintains that the Chinese 
excel other races in criticizing their 
rulers, and he gives reasons:

Scholars and the Government 


Organized conflict between public 
opinion and the ruling authorities is 
eiscerned by Dr. Lin Yutang to have 
occurred for the first time in the 
Yaler Han dynasty. Tt involved the 
gigantic student movement which re- 
peated itself later in other periods of 
Chinese history right down to the 
present day. it checked the powers 
of the cunuchs, but it involved heavy 
sacrifices in the murder of several 
hundred scholars, the imprisonment 
of over a thousand university 
sludents, and several catastrophic 
upheavals, ‘The war between the 
scholar critics and the government was 
the outcome of popular dissatisfaction 
with the usurpation of authority by 
the eunuchs and court mistule gener 
ally, that dissatisfaction ‘being 
stimulated by students and scholars 
specially inspired by ideals of per- 
sonal heroism and chivalry. Dr, Lin 
‘Yulang says: 

salt iy ghly unfair to blame 
these’ fearless scholars for the down- 
fall of the Han’ Dynasty, as some 
Jater ‘dyspeptic Confucian crliles have 
done, If anything, “the scholars 
lengthened the ‘relgn ‘of the Han

Storing Summer's Fragrance 


Many of us have a family reeipe 
for pot pourrl, but hesitate to. try 
it because it seems 60 complicated. 
and to demand the use of strange 
substances, the names of "which 
cause the head of one's local chemist 
to shake dublously. Yet there ave 
many simple | ways of preserving, 
something of the perfume of the rose 
garden and of the innumerable herbs 
which help to swell the wave of 
fragrance which rises from the 
den these summer evenings, 

‘ere aro one or two suggestions: 
‘The easiest of al, is to make scented 
pillows which really help to induce 
sleep and relax tired nerves, Gather 
a large bunch of lavender before the 
Mlowerets are quite full blown; tie 
it in a bundle ond hang, heads down, 
in the sun. When’ dry, strip stems 
of flowers and all but the. large 
eaves. Finish drying on shoots of 
paper. 

‘Take an equal quantity of Yeaves 
fi’gm ‘the lemon verbena bush, dry 
thoroughly, crumble and blend’ with 
the lavender, Add about an ounce 
of dried mint, This "makes a dell- 
‘elously scented pillow. Butter mus- 
Tin, with a loose case of organdie oF 
‘erdpe de chine, is a good container. 

An agreeably scented mixture for 
old ginger jars or earthenware bowls 
to placo in your guests’ bedrooms is 
made by drying lavender as described 
above, and adding it to dried rose 
petals, from two to three dozen 
roses, if you can got them, gathorod 
just before they fall and dried in the 
‘sun til they turn brown, 

‘The rose petals should be shaken 
every day for a weck at least, and 
not allowed to get damp during this 
period. Take about an ounce of 
dried rosemary Ieaves, thyme, sage, 
mint, southernwood, lemon verbena 
and ‘geranium and ‘any other avail- 
fable perfumed herbs or flowers you 
like, ‘Pound together two ounces. of 
orris root and a few tonquin bes 
Git your chemist can riso to those 
Inst}, add three teaspooafuls of all- 
splee and blend all together, crushing, 
‘and mixing well. Pack into jars, but 
shake them up from time to time, 
to ensure thorough blending.
